THOUGH JUDGE Dahl's decision may 


have come as good news to more than 
SOO corporation!, rn the Northwest sub- 
urbs it was a crushing blow for the 
area s 10 elementary and three high 
school districts, many of which already 


face hard tunes financially 


Robert Weber, high school Dist 214 as- 


sistant superintendent for financial af- 
fairs, estimated the court decision could 
cost that district $1 5 million annually 


Weber said he was "shocked" and 


called the ruling a "terrible blow to dis- 
tricts on the ragged edge" of financial 
problems 


Supt Richard Kolze of High School 


Dist 211 said it was difficult to deter- 
mine at this time what the impact would 
be He noted the court action com- 
pounded the problems of an already 
gloomy financial picture. 


"It puts all districts into a tight spot," 


he remarked Kolze added that even be 
fore Dahl's ruling districts faced a tough 
fiscal situation because late tax bilk 
from the county would push back the 
dates schools could expect operating rev- 
enue 


IF THE STATE high court upholds the 


decision by Dahl, the financial pinch 
would not be felt until next year because 
his ruling did not apply to 1970 assess 
ments, which would be collected this 
year 


But Lake Shore Auto Parts announced 


it will ask the Supreme Court to make 
Dahl's decision applicable to 1970 assess- 
ments. 


In the meantime. State's Atty Edward 


Hanrahan will ask the state supreme 
court to reverse the entire decision

village over fne protection 


Chuck Stoiger a candidate for treas- 


m i r 
explained a plan in which the 


homeowners hope to reduce the cost of 
fne piotection 


He suggested comparing the Forest 


View subdivision and its assessed valu- 


ation with a similar area in the village 
and that that would be a way of deter- 
mining a 'fair amount' to pay the vil- 
lage for fire protection He said two vil- 
lage trustees, whom he did not identify 
told him they thought the $11 000 a year 
w as too high 


Jackson sugegsted obtaining a $100 000 


indemnity bond for fire protection Pay 
ments by the homeowners association 
each year would be less than the $11 000 
the village wants for fire protection, and 
it would guarantee the village payment 
for answering an emergency call in the 
subdivision, he said 


The meeting began with homeowners 


arguing among themselves over previous 
actions including a temporal y injunction 
filed against four of the association's offi- 
cers by Jones for not performing con 
sistent with the organization's bylaws 


Judge Daniel Covelh denied the in- 


junction March 19 and a pending lawsuit 
was dismissed last Friday by the judge

until Donne Kehoe, an association mem- 
ber, said her lawyer said it

wage law. 


The $1.61) per hour rate is the same as 


the federal minimum wage. 


Under the state legislation, a minimum 


wage of $1.25 per hour would be estab- 
lished for workers under 19 years of age 
and !K) cents an hour for those learning a 
job. 


The legislation would cover 240,000 


workers. Those who work for a religious 
corporation would not be covered by the 
law or would "outside salesmen" such as 
newspaper boys. 


A MINIMUM WAGK of $1.30 an hour 


would apply to waitresses and waiters 
because of the tips they earn at their 
profession. 


Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie at a news con- 


ference two weeks ago said he was 
strongly opposed to any sort of state 
minimum wage legislation and suggested 
he might veto it if it reached his desk. 


Legislation similar to Hanahan's has 


passed the House before only to die in 
the Senate.

Humanities students at Elk drove

ing on the floor painting on cardboard, 
taped to the bottom of desks.

by 


Michelangelo when he was working on 
the Sistine Chapel ceiling. 


Kach day students can be found in the 


humanities center working on a special 
area of interest or arguing about things 
such as "What is the ideal tree?" or 
"What is art"" 


It is all part of what Richard Caliseh 


calls the "exciting concept of the huma- 
nities division." 


The division, more traditionally kno,vn 


as the English and fine arts division, has 
expanded in the last few years, starting 
earlier than the other schools in High 
School Dist. 21-1 and progressing further, 
according to Caliseh. division head 


The division has three functions ac- 


cording to Caliseh. 


First is to offer courses in the English 


and fine arts disciplines. Next semester 


the school will be offering K> courses. 71 
of 
which 
are 
English 
or 
literature 


courses. Caliseh considers this the most 
important phase of the division function. 


BIT HE ALSO takes pride in the de- 


velopment of the other two phases which 
began when the school opened in 1'JiiK. 
One is the operation of a humanities cen- 
ter II is a library, resource room, listen- 
ing room, record and -slide library, art 
gallery and social center for those people 
interested in the humanities, he said. 


The center has 4(M) albums, 1.5<IO books 


and arl reproductions and slides. Stu- 
dents can obtain special permission to 
use Ihe center. 


The third function of the division is the 


operation of the humanities forum. The 
forum includes the traditional non-class 
activities such as producing plays and 
concerts, but also offers a wide variety 
of extra trips, guest appearances 
and 


movies. 


The 10 or M events planned for human- 


ities week, a month !ong arts festival, 
are only an example of the extent of the 
humanities forum. More than 40 other 
events have been held throughout the 
vear. 


Humanities Week began in IHiiT as a 


five day week of musical programs and 
art exhibits Three years ago it began to 
grow into almost a month of activities. 
Caliseh is working towards the day when 
humanities week will be a year-long pro- 
gram. 


This year it begins April 2:{ and in- 


cludes ja/z band and other musical con- 
certs, guest appearances by a poet, ar- 
chitect, actress, musician and balle' 
dancer. It will include an architectural 
tour of Chicago, a study in rhythm, a 
serenade in brass, an ice cream social 
and 
fashion 
show and other events 


through May 24. 


SOME or THE programs ar.d displays 


will be results of semester projects done 
as part of the humanities class, another 
concept which first started at Elk Grove 
liieh School and has spread to others in 
the district. Caliseh said. 


The class meets two hours a day and 


has a team of four teachers of art. music 
and literature. Its purpose is to provide a 
study of the relationship of the arts to 
the past and present, to each other and 
to the students taking the course. 


It is here where the students learned 


what it was like to paint lying on their 
backs, to play Mo/.art on homemade in- 
struments, and to be creative in other 
medias. 


"The class is in its fourth year at the 


school and others come to us for ad- 
vice." Caliseh said. 


The class revolves around three ques- 


tions. They are. "What has man thought 
and felt about himself'.1" "How has he 
expressed these thoughts and feelings'1" 
and. "How do these thoughts and feclinus 
affect man today?"

Budget Chief Asks Welfare Help 


Aid from Washington for Illinois' wel- 


fare program and careful examination of 
state university funding by Illinois legis- 
lators were urged by John W. McCarter, 
the state's budget director, who spoke 
Monday to the Elk Grove Township GOP 
organization. 


McCarter said 
Illinois, under Gov. 


Ogilvie, has "worked 
hard for two 


years" to meet welfare demands. The 
1970 welfare program took 10 per cent of 
the new revenue dollars received and in 
1971, it took 40 per cent, he added. 


"But, in the 1972 fiscal year, the drain 


is catching up with Illinois," McCarter 
said, adding that $124 million of state 


revenue will have to go toward meeting 
welfare programs. 


The figure will require 84 per cent of 


new funds coming into the $5 6 billion 
budget currently bring reviewed. 


IT COULD CAUSE a cutback on hun- 


dreds of state programs unless help from 
Congress is secured, he added. He said 
revenue sharing by the federal govern- 
ment is the form of aid the state needs. 


"The alternative, under the family as- 


sistance plan, keeps fathers away from 
their families receiving welfare pay- 
ments," McCarter said. 


He urged resident support of tuition in- 


creases at state higher education cen- 


ters, recently proposed. 


He said students attending state col- 


leges receive income benefits in their lat- 
er earning days that make the tuition in- 
crease worth paying. 


At an earlier dinner, McCarter criti- 


cized some expenditures of higher learn- 
ing institutions, comparing the construc- 
tion costs of two local schools. 


"SCHAUMBURG HIGH School built 


under Illinois School Building Commis- 
sion guidelines cost only $16.87 per 
square foot to construct," McCarter said. 


"By comparison Harper Junior College 


cost $39.45 per square foot." McCarter 
proposed that all new state higher educa- 


tion facilities be built at a more reason- 
able cost, which he said would be $25 per 
square foot. 


"If better cross controls on higher edu- 


cation facilities had been used over the 
past 10 years, the state might have had 
an extra S35 million for other needs," he 
said. 


McCarter said without the state in- 


come tax. Illinois could not have contin- 
ued to meet fiscal demands. Ohio was 
the only major industrial state to hold 
out against the state income tax after it 
was adopted in Illinois, he added. Last 
year, Ohio, too, had lo give into the need, 
he said. 


District OKs Cooperation In NEC 


Participation in the Northwest Educa- 


tional Cooperative (NEC) for another 
year was approved with reservations by 
the Elk Grove Township Elementary 
School Dist. 59 board of education Mon- 
day. 


The approval followed a lengthy dis- 


cussion between board members on the 
advantages and disadvantages of joining 
the cooperative. 


Beating the deadline for approval by 


only two days, Dist. 59 became the last 
of the 10 area school districts to join the 
cooperative. 


Membership cost includes $1.000 for 


each district plus 41 cents per student. 
Dist. 59 Ins about 11.600 students. 


The NEC organization was formed to 


deal with mutual problems facing the 
member districts and to examine ave- 
nues of coordinating services for mutual 
savings'. 


DISTRICT SCHOOL board 
members 


had been debating for several months, 
however, on whether the cooperative w<is 
actually fulfilling its purpose. 


In efforts to help change some of its 


present procedures the board mem hers 
approved continuation but did not vote on 
the revised NEC constitution and bylaws. 
Recommendation in changes of the b\- 
laws are expected to be made later by 
the board. 


Some of the programs 
initiated by 


N'EC include a data processing center, 
the development training center and the 
diagnostic learning center. 


The data processing service was con- 


sidered the mo-st beneficial of any of 
those provided by NEC according to 
James Erviti, superintendent, and many 
of the board members. Some felt that 
continuation in NEC depended on the 
cost of such a service from a private 
firm. Prime advocate of this was board 
member Harold Harvey, who wanted to 
wait two to three weeks to receive an 
estimate. 


However, other board members, led by 


Sharrie Hildebrandt, the district's repre- 
sentative to NEC, felt the cooperative 
had other benefits and potential. 


Mrs Hildebrandt pointed out the bene- 


fits of handling five "seriously handi- 
capped" children through the diagnostic 
learning center, which she said could not 
bo done without membershiD in NEC. 


Harry Peterson said, "When we dis- 


cussed it a couple of years ago we al- 
luded to i!s potential value. Relating this 
to the hospital field which is one I know, 
hospitals are looking into cooperative 
purchasing and data processing. These 
are private institutions and they see a 
real possibility in cooperatives " 


HE ADDED, "I don't think we've real- 


ly given nurs a chance to get off the 
ground." 


Sparks pointed out that when the coop- 


erative was originally approved he had 
reservations about starting without goals 
and that he did not want to continue that 
way 


Paul Neuhauser said he agreed the cu- 


onerative was not doing what the district 
wanted it to hut that it was "as much 


our fault as theirs." 


He said, "Now that we have gotten 


people to look at it I think we can look 
for favorable changes." 


The resolution to continue in the coop- 


erative was approved by all the board 
members except Harold Harvey. Board 
Prps Richard Hess was absent. 


In another area the board approved the 


school calendar for 1971-72 which has 


school beginning Sept. 7, the day after 
Labor Day and ending June 16. 


The calendar is identical to that ap- 


proved by High School Dist. 214. 


The board also directed the adminis- 


tration to swk bids on construction of a 
building to hou.sr rho service center. The 
center is in a leased building at 2525 S 
Clearbrook Dr , Arlington Heights.

Laying Plans For 1972

Democrats in the 13th Congressional 


District, still savoring their victory for 
Adlai E. Stevenson HI last year, are al- 
ready making plans for 1972. 


A note from the Democratic Women's 


Club in the district recently said a series 
of meetings have been held on a weekly 
basis during the past few months. The 
topic: Polictical Power in the Suburbs. 


Among the speakers at the sessions 


have been Mrs. Mary Lee Leahy, a dele- 
gate at the Constitutional Convention and 
candidate and close loser in last month's 
Chicago alderman elections; Dick Simp- 
son, 
successful independent 
candidate 


for Chicago alderman; Lynn Williams, 
state central committeeman for the 13th 
District who upset the organization in 
last year's election; and Leon Despres, 
Chicago alderman. 


With a list like that, it's clear the wom- 


en's group plans to continue efforts to 
build a party in the district using the 
same philosophy that characterized Wil- 
liams' campaign for state central com- 
mitteeman, namely that the suburban 
Democratic organization is not in the 
same mold as the Chicago organization 
and that Mayor Daley is just as much a 
villain to suburban Democrats as he is to 
suburban and city Republicans. 


That strategy worked last year for Wil- 


liams He defeated a Daley man, Ray- 
mond Krier of Niles Township, and his 
victory undoubtedly provided some of the 
spark needed to carry the district for 
Stevenson. 


If they can keep the spark glowing un- 


til next year, as they are obviously try- 
ing to do, 1972's elections could provide 
the first real test of Republican strength 
in the North and Northwest suburbs. 


* » * 


One of the first district-wide elections 


that will be held in the newly drawn con- 
gressional districts will be the election of 
delegates and alternate delegates to the 
national political conventions. 


Delegates are elected on the same day 


as the spring primary elections, cur- 
rently scheduled for March 21, 1972, but 
likely to be changed to later in the year, 
probably in May, by the General Assem- 
bly. 


The political parties have generally 


chosen committeemen or other dedicated 
party workers for the convention posi- 
tions. In 1968, Republican delegates were 
Carl R. Hansen, Elk Grove GOP chief, 
and James W. Good, New Trier Township 
GOP committeeman at the time. 


The alternates were John Nimrod, 


Niles T o w n s h i p Republican com- 
mitteeman, and Mrs. Glen-Ann Jicha, 
Palatine Township committeewoman. 


The Democrats chose Krier and Robert 


J. Downing, now a circuit court .judge, 
with Wheeling Committeeman James L. 
McCabe and Elk Grove Committeeman 
Chester Chesney as alternates. 


Williams, incidentally, was a candidate 


for delegate to the Democratic con- 
vention in 1968 but lost by 800 votes. He 
had been committed to former Sen. Eu- 
gene McCarthy, D-Minn., while Krier 
and Downing planned to wait until the 
Illinois delegation chose a candidate and 
then support him — which meant they 
would wait for Daley to make the deci- 
sion. 


If Williams, or any of his followers, 


run for delegate again, it seems likely to 
expect a challenge from someone more 
closely aligned with the Daley forces. 
* * * 


The announcement over the weekend 


that the Rev. Jesse L. Jackson of Chi- 
cago would like to form a new political 
party with the intention of nominating a 
black candidate for President, means 
there could be five or six different par- 
ties on the 1972 presidential ballot. 


Besides the Republican and Demo- 


crats, there is likely to be a Socialist La- 
bor slate, plus a possible George Wallace 
party, plus a possible McCarthy party. 


At least the voters will have a choice.

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — A resolution 


urging President Nixon to grant execu- 
tive clemency to Lt. William Galley and 
restore him to active duty with the Army 
was introduced in the Illinois House 
Tuesday. 


The resolution, a joint House-Senate 


measure, i.s sponsored by Rep, Roscoe 
Cuningham, R-Lawrenceville. 


The resolution contends that Calley ac- 


ted in a situation where "the 
con- 


ventional rules of warfare have been 
generally disregarded" and that there 
was no request from the government of 
South Vietnam to try Calley for the My 
Lai incident.

States armed forces, encourage our na- 
tional enemies and tend to destroy our 
national unit," the resolution says. 


IN VIETNAM, the resolution says. 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong women 
and children have abandoned noncomba- 
tant roles to "treacherously assassinate 
their would-be benefactors." 


Further, the resolution suggests, the 


unusual length of time required by the 
jury to reach a verdict in the Calley case 
is indicative of substantial doubt of Gal- 
ley's guilt. 


The resolution asks Nixon to grant cle- 


mency, restore Calley to active duty and 
expunge his record of a criminal con- 
viction. 


Calley was found guilty Monday at Ft. 


Benning, Ga., of the murder of not less 
than 22 civilians at My Lai, Vietnam, 
three years ago.

New and tighter federal controls 


are necessary for the protection of 
unwary at-home buyers, and the 
FTC proposal is an encouraging 
move foward meeting this need 


Although we firmly support the 


general principles contained in the 


FTC proposal, we do have some re- 
servations 
about 
specific 
points 


raised during the hearings: 


-The order's application to pur- 


chases as low as S10 is unrealistic 
and would make the regulation too 
encompassing, unnecessarily bur- 
dening the agency with minor com- 
plaints. Since most major fraud 
problems involve sales of more ex- 
pensive items, a base of $25 would 
be more logical. 


—Contract cancellation is per- 


mitted within three business days 
of the purchase date, and we rec- 
ommend inclusion of Saturday as 
one of the business days since it is 
an accepted retail sales day. 


—Provision for oral notification, 


by phone, of contract cancellation 
should be eliminated and only writ- 
ten cancellation required for pro- 
tection of both buyer and seller. 


—The sales contract itself should 


include, in conspicuous type, the 
statement of the buyer's right to 
cancel, and copies should go to 
both buyer and seller 


—Provision 
for arbitration of 


contract disputes should be deleted 
from 
the regulation, since this 


would only burden consumers with 
added confusion and expense. 


—Finally, the order should spec- 


ifically 
prohibit any ruse, mis- 


representation, deception or other 
elusive sales technique which con- 
ceals the true purpose of contact 
with the buyer The seller must be 
compelled to openly solicit the sale 
by clearly identifying himself and 
his purpose at the outset. 


With these reservations, we sup- 


port the FTC proposal It not only 
would provide needed protection 
for consumers but also protect hon- 
est businessmen. Such regulation 
already has widespread support 
from legitimate door-to-door sales 
firms who oppose victimization of 
unwary at-home buyers. 


We 
hope 
Congress 
responds 


swiftly and favorably to the com- 
mission's recommendations.

Friedman, a tall, natty bachelor, has 
been trying to pull off a miracle and has 
been scurrying 47 places at one time to 
accomplish it. 


But he must bang up against the fan- 


tastically well-oiled Democratic machine 
which is fed by great sums of money 
from both Democrats and Republicans in 
Chicago, and which in turn spews back 
favors and services, patronage jobs, gi- 
ant contracts and insurance policies to 
favored sons. Richard J. Daley cranks 
the Machine. 


"The Machine's vast resources have

made it nearly impossible for Republi- 
cans to offer more than a fluttering fight 
in city elections," writes Mike Royko in 
his new book, "Boss, Richard J Daley of 
Chicago " 


Friedman, however, is familiar with 


challenges and has grown accustomed to 
overcoming them He is, for example, a 
mountain climber of the first order. He 
has climbed most of the important peaks 
in the United States This Alpinist from 


the Prairie State has climbed in the 
Andes and has hied himself to Afghanis- 
tan to scale the remote, austere Hindu 
Rush Mountains. 


While in Afghanistan, Friedman avail- 


ed himself of an opportunity rarely af- 
ford to Chicago mayoral candidates. 
That is, to play Buzkashi. The game was 
one of Genghis Khan's favorite pastimes, 
and is the savage forerunner of polo. 
Two competing teams, each consisting of 
100 mounted Afghan tribesmen, attempt 
to score by throwing a dead calf into the 
rival goal. Each player carries a whip 
with which to lash his opponent any- 
where except on his face. 


Dick Friedman said it was fun. 
Friedman holds a world endurance 


record in untethered hot-air ballooning. 
He once stayed aloft 1 hour and 2 min- 
utes in a 40-foot high, class 3 balloon. He 
was last year's charge d'affaires of the 
Balloon Federation of America. 


When he is not ballooning he is piloting 


a glider plane. And when he tires of ei- 
ther, he'll practice judo; he has earned a 
brown belt in that sport. 


Also, Friedman is a member of the 


American Motorcycle Assn. and partici- 
pates in "enduro" cross-country mo- 
torcycle races of ~>0 to 100 miles about 
once a month. He rides for kicks as well 
as competition and once took a joy ride 
for 1.300 miles across West Africa, from 
Liberia to Senegal

Zone Action 
Challenged 


When I moved to Buffalo 
Grove 


(Strathmore, Lake County) in June 1969. 
I was told by the Levitt salesman that 
there was adequate land for schools and 
that three schools would be built in the 
Lake County Strathmore area. The truth 
of the matter was that there was only 
enough land to build one school; and that 
approximately 6 acres of public use land 
was re-zoned R-4, and 10 acres of land 
was switched to another area so that the 
sewage treatment plant could be built at 
no cost to the village for land. 


Many homeowners questioned the loss 


of the public use land especially when 
our school went on double sessions. The 
Strathmore Homeowners Assn. tried to 
present several questions to Mr. Thomp- 
son and the village board. Mr. Thompson 
would not listen to us at the time be- 
cause he said we did not have all the 
information. 


After over a year of intensive in- 


vestigation by the SHA School Com- 
mittee, this information was presented to 
the SHA membership on March 12. The 
presentation simply listed the sequence 
of events that lead to the loss and trans- 
fer of approximately 16 acres. We did not 
express any conclusions at this meeting. 


On March 15 Mr. Gary Armstrong. vH- 


lage trustee, requested the village board 
to hear this information as it was pre- 
sented to SHA. Mr. Thompson and his 
board agreed to hear our report on Fri- 
day, March 19 at 7 p.m. 


The meeting on the 19th did not start 


until 7:25 p.m. primarily because of a 
meeting Mr. Thompson had with his 
trustees; that is, all except Mr. Gary 
Armstrong. We then spent the next hour 
discussing why the board would not lis- 
ten to the information they asked us to 
present. At the apparent direction of Mr. 
Thompson, Trustee Gleason had m;my 
excuses as to why they could not listen to 
our presentation, none of which were va- 
lid. The meeting ended at 8:25 p.m. and 
again the board (Thompson) failed to re- 
spond to the people of Buffalo Grove. 


At the regular village board meeting 


on Monday, March 19, a letter was read 
asking for an amendment to a pre-annex- 
ation agreement. A builder wanted to 
construct his building approximately 3 ft 
closer to his lot line. Both Mr. Thompson 
and Mr Raysa (village attorney) agreed 
that there must be a public hearing be- 
fore this amendment could be enacted 
upon 


At the end of the meeting. Mr. Thomp- 


son asked if there were any questions 
from the audience. I asked the following 
question: "If a public hearing is needed 
to move a building 3 ft. closer to a lot 
line, why was there no public hearing 
when approximately 6 acres of land was 
changed from R-l Public Use to R-4?" 
As is often the case at Village Hall. I 
received no answer; instead, Mr. Thomp- 
son referred the question to Mr. Raysa 
for interpretation. After the meeting. Mr. 
Raysa agreed that there should have 
been a public hearing; however, he wes 
unable to explain why this provision of 
the law was not adhered to. 


My question still remains unanswered. 


Why was this zoning change made with 
the loss of approximately 6 acres of pub- 
lic use land without a public hearing9 I 
do not think it is necessary for Mr. 
Thompson to admit he made a mistake: 
this is evident I and many residents of 
Buffalo Grove want and should know 
why this action was taken. Let us not 
forget that Mr Thompson works for the 
people of Buffalo Grove and must be re- 
sponsibile to these people for his actions.

Federal Income Tax Withholding Is Nothing New

CHICAGO (UPI) -A nationwide busi- 


ness cm be built upon telephone calls. 
That is, if you know how to listen. 


Alan B. Anixter and his brother, Wil- 


liam R . president and executive vice 
president respectively of Anixter Bros., 
Inc . were good at listening. They now 
run a multimillion dollar business. 


Both were in the wire and cable busi- 


ness in the expanding years after World 
War II and. William explained in a re- 
cent interview, the pattern that emerged 
from the telephone orders and inquiries 
was clear- There wasn't any one place 
that a manufacturer or processor or 
builder cenild go to get his needs for a 
specific type of wire or cable connection 
filled quickly 


••WK KNEW there was a need for a 


real service in this field, and we began 
looking around for ways to fill it," Alan 
Anixter explained. 


They were working, in the early 50's, 


for a successful company, but one that 
showed signs that it could noi prow to 
meet the demand for the ever increasing 
needs for a variety of wire and cable 
connection* and electric systems. 


Automobile wiring; telephone cable, 


mining, shipboard and marine cable. 


railroad signal, even supply cords for ap- 
pliances and power tools. The demand 
was almost unlimited. In 1957, they 
branched out on their own. 


"We had the inventory," William ex- 


plained, "in that we knew where to go 
for what the customer wanted. No one 
place had had it, previously. And we had 
$250,000, and we didn't have an order on 
the hooks. 


"Then, we called everyone we knew 


and told them we were in business." 


"OUR 
'STANDARD package' is the 


customer's requirement," he said. "Our 
salesmen are not out in the field, but 
they are located where a customer can 
reach them by phone.

Federal income tax withholding is 


nothing new. We have long been familiar 
with the W-4, by which we tell our em- 
ployer our marital status and the num- 
ber of exemptions which we wish to 
claim and the W-2 which we receive at 
the end of the year, reporting our wages, 
withholding, and social security deduc- 
tions. The Tax Reform Act of 1969 has 
not basically altered either the W-2 or 
W-4, but is has made some significant 
changes in so far as withholding is con- 
cerned. 


The withholding rates and tables have 


been revised for 1970 to reflect the fol- 
lowing: (1) the increased exemption, (2) 
low-income allowance, and (3) the ex- 
piration of the surcharge as of June 30, 
1970. You probably noticed a change in 
your withholding, once or twice, during 
the past year. There will be additional 
changes in 1971,1972, and 1973. 


Employers were previously limited to 


methods of computing wage withholding 
as specified in the Code. The Reform Act 
now gives employers a greater leeway in 
their withholding procedures. It author- 
izes the Treasury Department to permit 
employers to use any withholding meth- 
od that results in essentially the same 
amount as the regular methods (with- 
holding tables and percentage). Employ- 
ers are also now permitted to "annual-

withholding. 


Where wage payments are irregular, 


withholding on a cumulative basis is 
allowed. The Act authorizes the Treasury 
Department to issue regulations to pre- 
vent over-withholding for those who only 
work part of the year, such as teachers 
or professional athletes. 


One' case of withholding that has not 


been provided for, however, is the case 
where both spouses work. This may often 
result in a situation of under-withholding, 
since the withholding system will allow 
both spouses a low-income allowance, 
while they will only be allowed to claim 
one allowance on their return. To avoid 
this situation, combined withholding will 
more closely resemble the correct tax 
liability, if both spouses claim "single" 
on the W-4. 


Taxpayers can claim additional with- 


holding allowances for substantial item- 
ized deductions. Under the new law. An 
extra allowance may be claimed for each 
$750 that estimated deductions exceed 
15% of estimated wages. A previous re- 
quirement 
that 
estimated deductions 


could not be any larger than actual de- 
ductions for the previous year, is elimi- 
nated To claim this extra allowance, the 
taxpayer must file a Form W-4, Schedule 


A. This will remain in effect only for the 
taxable year. Each year the additional 
allowance is claimed, a new Schedule A, 
W-4, must be filed. 


The Reform Act also provides that an 


individual who expects to have no tax 
liability for the year and had none the 
previous year, will not be subject to 
withholding of income tax. This will ap- 
ply especially to students and part-time 
workers. To claim this exemption from 
withholding, a person must file Form 
W-4E, 
certifying to the aforementioned. 


This form must be filed annually, if the 
taxpayer wishes to maintain the ex- 
emption. (This will not exempt the per- 
son from withholding for FICA). 


Employers or payors will now have to 


withold income tax on the taxable por- 
tion of pensions and annuities, when the 
recipient requests it. This will not apply 


to lump sum distributions, 
but only 


where the payments extend over more 
than one year. This section will go into 
effect after December 31, 1970. Withhold- 
ing may be requested by filing Form 
W4P and submitting it to the payor of 
the pension or annuity. The amount to be 
withheld must be minimum of $5 per 
month. 


Supplemental unemployment benefits, 


under the Reform Act, will also be sub- 
ject to income tax withholding. This will 
apply to those benefits paid after Decem- 
ber 31, 1970. 


Regulations will soon be issued also 


concerning compensation paid to such 
persons as domestic and farm workers, 
and payments of interest and dividends 
where both payor and payee agree to it. 
These regulations, as of this date, have 
not yet been issued. 


Borg-Warner Presents 
Report For Last Year 


The Borg-Warner Corp. is looking for a 


silver lining in its analysis of 1970 oper- 
ations. 


The company recently presented its 


annual report for last year. Pressed by a 
slump in the economy that affected sev- 
eral of its operations, rising costs and 
strikes in customer and supplier plants, 
Borg-Warner has reexamined its oper- 
ations to improve return on investment, 
reported Robert S. Ingersoll, chairman, 
and James F. Bere, president. 


Sales last year reached a record level 


of $1,114,799,000 up from the $1,086,973,000 
total in 1969. However, net earnings in 
1970 dropped from $52,048,000 or $2.65 a 
share in 1969 to $38,811,000 or $2.25 a 
share. The firm decided to sell or liqui- 
date a number of operations which had 
an unsatisfactory return. Labor and ma- 
terial costs rose 5 per cent last year The 
firm reported work stoppages at several 
of its operations last year, and was ham- 
pered by the trucking industry strike and 
the General Motors strike, according to 


the report 


Borg-Warner increased its sales of 


products outside the U.S., including ex- 
ports, to $308 million, or 28 per cent of 
the total sales Sales of foreign subsid- 
iaries and affiliates would add another 
$113 million to the figure Sales of foreign 
divisions were up to $226 million from 
the previous $197 million figure, while 
U.S division sales were $908 million, un- 
changed from the 1969 level. 


Borg-Warner has four basic product 


categories: chemicals and plastics; air 
conditioning and building products; in- 
dustrial and steel products; and trans- 
portation equipment.

Burnham therefore slyly delayed its 


l!)71 forecast until the political ground- 
hog, so to speak, had come out to look 
for his shadow. The firm's seers waited 
until they could lay out on the table, 
along with their market charts and eco- 
nomic data, such items as the State of 
the Union message, the President's 
budget for fiscal 1972, and his economic 
message to Congress. 


Lurking between the lines of these sol- 


emn documents is a hard political fact. 
"This year is a critical one for President 
Nixon." Burnham observes. "He must, 
as much as possible, shape events in 
such a way to insure his reelection in 
1972, if he decides to run again." 


So electioneering, or re-electioneering, 


already is one of the factors to be 
weighed in making investment decisions. 
The shaping of events is already under 
way. That became evident in the Presi- 
dent's 
"full-employment 
budget" — 


which Burnham explains as "a 
term 


used to make deficit financing more 
palatable " 


The idea is to pump more money into 


the economy, to reverse the recession 
that followed the slowdown that cooled 
off 
the spending, to, it was hoped, 


crumble the horns of inflation. What's 
needed now, politically, is more zing in 
the economy and lower unemployment 
figures 


The result, in the Burnham view, is 


going to be good at least for company 
profits, and the market has already re- 
sponded to the anticipation: "corporate 
profits up some 10 to 12 per cent after 
tax in 1971." The response has in fact 
been so enthusiastic that it "leaves little 
room for disappointment." 


If there is disappointing news later in 


the year to mar the roseate outlook the 
market has already bought and paid for, 
"a sharp market break is possible." 
More likely, however, Burnham guesses, 
is "a pause in the advance," after which 
"the level of the market will be mea- 
sured against realty rather than ex- 
pectations." 


All of which is to say that almost any- 


thing can happen — or be made to hap- 
pen — and the investor has to keep a 
sharp eye on the political ball to see 
which way it's going to bounce.

Builders will meet in Chicago today for a 
national labor relations conference. Also 
representing the residential sector of the 
construction industry, T. Doufexis, execu- 
tive director of the Residential Construc- 
tion Employers Council (RCEC) said it is 
too early to assess the effect of Nixon's 
wage stabilization plan. 


Doufexis said that both the residential 


and the non-residential sections of the 
building industry are adversely affected 
by inflationary wage hikes. He estimated 
that construction labor wages and bene- 
fits went up 20-25 per cent in the Chicago 
metropolitan area last year. ''By virtue 
of rising costs, fewer people qualify for 
the purchase of new homes and facil- 
ities," he said. "Ultimately this cost ex- 
tra is passed on to the consumer. The 
President established the Construction 
Users Roundtable several years ago, be- 
cause construction costs affect consumer 
product prices." 


It's still early to judge President Nix- 


on's plan for wage review boards, said 
Rober Rosner, president of the Hoffman 
Rosner-Corp. in Hoffman Estates. He 
serves as a director of RCEC. "If the 
plan works, it will be a great factor in 
controlling the spiraling inflation in this 
industry," he said. He estimates that la- 
bor's wage and benefits increased be- 
tween 15 and 40 per cent last year. 


AREA-WIDE BARGAINING is another 


concept which builders are investigating 
to curb wage increases, Rosner said. 
Both he and Doufexis said that some 20 
or 30 employer croups in the Chicago 
metropolitan area may join together in 
wage negotiation this year. By coopera- 
ting to stabilize the labor contract ex- 
piration dates, employes could bargain 
more meaningfullj, Rosner said. 


Another means of cutitng costs, for the 


home builder, is to reduce the square 
footage in houses, Rosner said. He said 
the majority of builders already have 
done 
this or are 
contrmplating 
this 


move. However, this alternative is gener- 
ally not available to the commercial and 
industrial builder. 


"The new proposed State building code 


is also very important in keeping down 
costs," Rosner said. "Most builders fa- 
vor the proposal for a statewide building 
code, for which legislation is slated to be 
introduced in the near future, he said.

Basically, the board should investigate 


Harper's management techniques fur- 
ther, he said. There's a danger that such 
a system could produce a luss of recogni- 
tion of "the employe as an individual," 
Moran said. 


Moran's a bit concerned about the 


business trips which administrators take 
to Washington, D.C., and 
Springfield. 


"It's a responsibility of the college to ex- 
haust all means of support," Moran said, 
but he believes some of the travel may 
be unnecessary. 


Harper should 
maintain state lead- 


ership, but "it should be the result of 
quality of education, not as an objective 
of the administration," Moran said. 


ON THE ISSUE of class size, "some- 


one must stand up and speak for the stu- 
dents." With the present budget, the col- 
lege should work to maintain the present 


2.=i to 1 student to faculty ratio. 


How alxnit raising money to support 


the college? First. Moran said that the 
impression before last spring's referen- 
dum defeat was that no referendum had 
been promised to the public. 


He believes it is not proper for stu- 


dents to pay $600 tuition, nor should the 
college consider a limit on enrollment. 
Moran would like to see s t a t e and 
f e d e r a 1 contributions to Harper in- 
creased. He believes if individuals or 
blocks of citizens "can get communities 
to work together." we can press public 
officials for more support. 


Moran sees the present "generation 


gap" as a problem keeping both students 
and older persons apart. He's been talk- 
ing with young students, persons his age 
and older persons; he feels the gap re- 
sults trom "radical and unpeaceful" ap- 
proaches to problems. 


"I DON'T WANT to take over anything 


at all, I just want to take up the cause of 


higher education," said Moran. in re- 
sponding to charges he and others plot a 
' ' s t u d e n t-cducalo!- takeover of the 
board." 


On other issues: 
—Faculty: They don't want an outside 


union to represent them ami increase 
polarization: they seem to want to re- 
main closely aligned with the adminis- 
tration. 


He believes that teachers are co-work- 


ers with administrators, not "employes" 
of the administration. Teachers should 
not strike whenever it is possible 
to 


avoid a strike: it takes "constant and 
conscious dialogue" to avoid a strike. 


—Campus Publications: Board mem- 


bers "should be constantly aware of the 
contents" of student publications, but 
they should have no overt interest in con- 
trolling what a publication may write. 


MOHAN NOW believes that, if elected, 


he would serve for three years and then 
retire. At this time in his life, he feels he 
can spend only ilirec years on the board. 
Much of his firs: year or so. he says, will 
be spent, learning how to be a board 
member. 


Moraa recer.lly wrote a letter to the 


"HarbinL'cr." the college, paper, urging 
students to support him. He's the only 
candidate to do so. but emphasizes he's 
not .seeking only student support. Rather. 
he hopes to unify the community behind 
his candidacy for the Harper board. 


Moran is single, has served in the U.S. 


Navy, and was an honor student when he 
attended Harper.

As a trustee, he said be wouldn't want 


to he involved in the day to-day workings 
of Harper, and that the board should 
delegate authority to administrators — 
especialh when problems involving stu- 
dents come up. 


He recalls last year's ' f l a g incident" 


at Harper in the wake of the shootings of 


four students at Kent State, and he be- 
lieves Harper was "not unique" in hav- 
ing a problem then. 


"I don't think this community would 


tolerate a student revolt," Nugent said, 
"you can't get a good education in a cli- 
mate of turmoil." That turmoil does not 
currently exist at Harper, he added. 


Faculty members and students on the 


board? Control by both parties would be 
a bad thing - but Nugent sees a goal of 
getting a reasonable balance of view- 
points on the board as desirable. He 
thinks the hoard is a legitimate channel 
for both to be heard — he's running be- 
cause he wants a business voice heard.

y—How large do kidney stones get? 
A--They vary in size from that of a pin- 


point to that of a baseball, and may 
weigh up to several pounds. 


O—Is 
kidney stone 
formation 
more 


frequent in some areas of the world? 


A—Yes. There are several so-called "stone 


areas," for example South China and 
India. In the United States, kidney 
stone formation is more frequent in 
Florida. Southern California and the 
Great Lakes regions. 


y— Do animals .suffer from kidney stones? 


A—Yes, they do. Stones are found in the 


urinary tracts of horses and pigs. They 
have also been found in cats, cows and 
sheep, and even wild animals, for ex- 
ample the elephant, bear and monkey. 


O—What is "kidney colic?" 


A--This develops when the stone enters the 


ureter, which is the channel leading 
from the kidney to the bladder. There is 
sudden severe, knife-like pain in the loin 
and radiating down and around to the 
lower part of the abdomen or thigh. It 
can be so intense that the physician 
finds it necessary to inject morphine or 
other narcotic to relieve it. 


The pain conies because the ureter is 


a narrow tube, with an inside diameter 
no bigger than a rnatchstick. Therefore, 
if a stone about the si/.e of a pea enters 
the ureter it cannot readily descend. It 
produces the severe pain, can tear the 
delicate lining of the ureter and thus can 
cause blood to appear in the urine. If 
thf stone passes into the bladder, there 
is dramatic relief. However, if it remains 
in the ureter, the knife-like pain is apt 
to recur at intervals for days or weeks. 


Q—Is there any relationship between 


gallstones and kidney stones? 


A--- None whatsoever. They are chemically 


different. 
One never 
finds

acid-gallstones or cholesterol 
kidney 


stones. A kidney stone can never form 
from a gallstone, and vice versa. Two 
sets of body organs are involved: gall- 
stones form in the gallbladder and are 
related to liver problems, while kidney 
stones form in the kidneys or urinary 
bladder. 


It is possible for a patient to have 


hoth gallstones and kidney stones with, 
perhaps, some fault of metabolism in- 
volved in both cases. 


Q—How can I tell whether I have a stone? 
A--It will make its presence felt in several 


different ways. There may be an in- 
definite feeling of weight or discomfort 


on the right or left side of the loin — the 
area just under the last rib, about two 
inches from the midline of the back. 
There also may be tenderness in the 
same region, but none of this discomfort 
is severe enough to be called pain. The 
urine may contain blood, or pus it in- 
fection is present. There may be slight 
fever, frequent urination, or bladder dis- 
comfort. 


Q—Can you tell whether the stoi.e will be. 


expelled or not? 


A—-The size and shape of the stone will 


determine this. An X-ray will show 
these two characteristics as well as the 
position of the stone. Often, in addition 
to a simple X-ray, the physician will 
inject a special dye in order to outline 
the ureter itself as well as the stone. 


<J>—Once the kidney slime has passed ot 


has been removed, ran another iiirm? 


A—Yes. Since our knowledge of the origin. 


of the stones is incomplete, our ability 
to prevent their reformation is impaired. 
Kach case of kidney stones must be han- 
dled individually. The physician may 
prescribe certain medication to over- 
come kidney infection, or he may recom- 
mend a specific diet. General measures 
may be taken in the effort, to prevent 
reformation of stones. These include 
taking large amounts of water 
about, 


8 to 10 glasses a day 
eating a 


well-balanced diet t h a t includes meats, 
vegetables and vitamins, and avoiding 
restricted diets limited to only one type 
of food. In addition, colds and other 
infections must be treated promptly, 
and constipation must be avoided. 


Q—Does X-ray fail to see some stones? 


A—Yes. Unfortunately, as many as 2r> per 


cent of all stones do not contain enough 
calcium to be seen by X-ray, giving the 
physician a greater problem in both 
diagnosis and treatment. 


Q—What is a "silent stone?" 


A—This is one which has produced no pain 


or other symptoms but has continued to 
grow to a large size, damaging the kid- 
ney wherein it lies. 


Q—What is a eystoscope, and how is it 


used in treating kidney stones? 


A—This is a tube-like instrument which can 


be likened to a periscope, with extra 
advantages because the doctor can per- 
form manipulative procedures through 
it. For example, a fine tube called a 
urethral catheter can be passed up 
through the bladder into the ureter via 
the eystoscope. There the catheter can 
be stretched or dilated so that the ureter

<J—What happens if a stone is too bis: to 


pass down the ureter or to be "fished 
out?" 


A- Then surgery is indicated. Fortunately, 


with modern-day use of new drugs and 
with the perfection of operative tech- 
niques, surgery in the vast majority of 
cases is both safe, and successful. The. 
site of the incision depends on the loca- 
tion of the stone, in the kidney or the 
ureter. Sometimes it is not possible to 
remove only the stone, since the kidney 
may have been so badly damaged that 
it, too, must be taken out. But the 
patient should be reassured by the fact 
that he can live just as lung as a person 
with two kidneys. When one is removed, 
the remaining one easily shoulders the 
burdens and performs the work of both. 


O—Is there a medicine which ran dissolve 


kidney stones? 


A—-No. There arc no medicines known to 


science which can do this. Neither medi- 
cines given by mouth nor those given by 
injection can make stones disappear. 


y—Does heredity play a significant role? 
\ -This hasn't been proven. However, oc- 


casionally several members of a family 
will develop stones. Only in a rare form, 
called cystino stone, is there a specific 
heredity tendency.

Corporate Property Tax Ruling Could Crush Schools 


\orthwest suburban school districts 


stand to lose millions of dollars in an- 
mini revenue if a ruling by Circuit Court 
Judge Walter P Dahl yesterday after- 
noon decltirmg the corporate personal 
property tax unconstitutional is upheld 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 


In knocking down provisions for taxing 


personal property of corporations. Dahl 
was in effect supported with arguments 
by the plaintiff. Lake Shore Auto Parts 
Corp of Chicago, that the levy violated 
the "equal protection clause" of the 
If S and state constitutions 


Officials of the Cook County Treas- 


urer's office, meanwhile, were tr>my to 


determine exactly how much of a tax 
loss could be expected in this area's five 
townships 


Walter A. Conrad, deputy 
county 


treasurer, estimated county-wide reve- 
nue receipts would range from $120 
also explained that in subturban areas, 
63 to 75 per cent of the total collections 
from personal property tax on corpo- 
rations is returned to school districts. 


THOUGH JUDGE Dahl's decision may 


have come as good news to more than 
800 corporations in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, it was a crushing blow for the 
area's 10 elementary and three high 
school districts, many of which already 


face hard times financially. 


Robert Weber, high school Dist. 214 as- 


sistant superintendent for financial af- 
fairs, estimated the court decision could 
cost that district $1.5 million annually. 


Weber said he was "shocked" and 


called the ruling a "terrible blow to dis- 
tricts on the ragged edge'' of financial 
problems. 


Supt. Richard Kolze of High School 


Dist. 211 said it was difficult to deter- 
mine at this time what the impact would 
be. He noted the court action com- 
pounded the problems of an already 
gloomy financial picture. 


"It puts all districts into a tight spot," 


he remarked. Kolze added that even be- 
fore Dahl's ruling, districts faced a tough 
fiscal situation because late tax bills 
from the county vould push back the 
dates schools could expect operating rev- 
enue. 


IF THE STATE high court upholds the 


decision by Dahl, the financial 
pinch 


would not be felt until next year, because 
his ruling did not apply to 1970 assess- 
ments, which would be collected this 
year. 


But Lake Shore Auto Parts announced 


it will ask the Supreme Court to< make 
Dahl's decision applicable to 1970 assess- 
ments. 


In the meantime, State's Atty. Edward 


Hanrahan will ask the state supreme 
court to reverse the entire decision. 


Dahl, an Arlington Heights resident, 


reportedly based his decision on previous 
rulings which said, for purposes of per- 
sonal property 
taxation, corporations 


were classified as individuals. 


To tax corporate personal property 


while exempting that of indiviuals, ac- 
cording 
to Dahl, would be uncon- 


stitutional of the "equal protection 
clause" of the 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution. 


Residents in the election last Novem- 


ber voted to remove from the statutes, 


provisions for taxation of individual per- 
sonal property. However, taxes will be 
collected for calendar year 1970. 


LAKS SHORE Auto Parts filed its suit 


in County Circuit court last December in 
the wake of November referendum. 


Dahl reportedly asked the high court 


agree to review appeals by Lake Shore 
and the states attorney's office on emer- 
gency basis, because the impact his deci- 
sion could have on upcoming tax collec- 
tions.

Forty tall oaks and elms were felled by 


the contractors power saw last weekend 
on a golf course site under development 
by Multicon Inc. Builders, in Hoffman 
Estates. The trees may have been cut by 
mistake. 


Approximately 40 more of the trees 


that measured over 100 feet in height 
may be saved due to the efforts of a 
small group of homeowners who live 
near Hassell Rd , and Parkview Lane, 
within sight of the grove of trees. 


P u b l i c opposition, arguments and 


pleading requests for time to contact 
Multicon officials from objecting area 
residents, influenced the man doing the 
cutting to leave his job. said Peter 
Cordt of 650 Parkview Lane. 


Cordt is now concerned with how the 


rest of the course will be developed. 


Cordt, who led opposition to the cut- 


ting, insists more than half the trees cut 
did not have to go for fairway clearance 


He is fearful the same type of "mis- 


take" that led to tho cutting Saturday 
and Sunday will spell an end to the re- 
mainder of the grove, he says is at the 
edge of the 16th tee of the course and the 
Hassell Rd. boundary. 


Multicon Representatives, Roy White- 


head, regional manager and David Faes- 
tel. administrative assistant agreed "that 
some sort of mistake or misunder- 
standing existed." 


HOWEVER THEY deny that any of the 


trees were cut by "accident" and stress 
that the trees felled must have been des- 
ignated to be cut. 


However, Whitehead admitted the con- 


tractor doing the cutting has been "sev- 
erely reprimanded for working Saturday 
and Sunday with no supervision from 
Multicon or direct orders." 


HE SAID HE is grateful to the area 


residents for bringing the matter to Mul- 
ticon's attention. "We agree the large 
trees are an asset to the course and will 
not remove one tree unless it is in the 
way." said Whitohead 


Cordt said he is grateful Multicon 


wants to preserve as many trees as pos- 
sible. 


"But where was this planning or con- 


cern when those giant trees were falling 
to the saw — one every five minues Sat- 
urday and Sunday morning?" he asked. 


Cordt maintains the worker he chal- 


lenged on the Multicon property told him 
all the trees had to be cut when asked. 


"I couldn't believe it, knowing the area 


was a golf course and insisted the man 
must be mistaken in his orders," said 
Cordt 


Cortlt reports a call to the area offices 


of Multicon evoked "sympathy and the 
advice to contact Facstel Monday morn- 
ing " As I placed calls I could see the 
trees falling and knew none would be left 
by Monday." he added. 


Mayor Frederick Downey said he was 


only a part time mayor and was bus\ 
making out income tax forms but mieht 
come see in a feu nours." said Cordt. 


"No one cared, and time was taking 


the trees one by n>H>." added Cordt He 
criticized Downey for his refusal to help 
A call to the Hoffman Estates polir° de- 
partment delayed the cutting by two 
hours as the patroltien required proof of 
the contractors work orders 


"By then, neiplil")'. aood opposition had 


gathered force and the worker walked off 
the job," said Cordt 


WHITEHEAD SAID Tuesday that con- 


struction man.'Cers and contractors now 
have strict orders to remove only those 
trees that hau- been marked to go. "The 
trees cut this weekend were in line of a 
fairway." he insists as he added that 
"some marginal trees may have to be 
taken down in addition to those cut " 


Whitehead added, "someone from Mul- 


ticon pulled the contractor off the job 
this weekend, after reports of the com- 
plaints started coming in. "We want to 
be certain that not one tree is cut in er- 
ror " he said. 


Cordt, responding to that admission 


says it pro\es the trees should not have 
been cut and adds "without any fuss 
from us. the rest of the trees would have 
gone "

"Bud'' Bartosch, 43, the only incumbent 
commissioner seeking reelection to a full 
term on the Hoffman Estates Park 
Board. 


A member of the park board since its 


creation in 1964, Bartosch earlier served 
on the park commission and was part of 
a steering group that later paved the 
way for referendum authorization to 
form the district. 


In addition to serving in every elected 


position on the park board. Bartosch also 
has chaired each board committee at 
least once. 


During his tenure with the district, 


Bartosch is proud of having missed only 
three board meetings and of having at- 
tended "hundreds and hundreds of com- 
mittee and other park-related gather- 
ings." 


Last November he was singled out by 


the Illinois Association of Park Districts 
to serve as session host of a finance sem- 
inar at the association's annual con- 
vention. 


The only local park board member to 


have achieved such an appointment, Bar- 
tosch also spoke at the convention on 
"Are You Ready for a Park Director." 


IN THE AREA of selecting profes- 


sional park directors, Bartosch strongly 


feels the need for "a professional not just 
experienced in recreation but heavy on 
the administrative end" as well. 


He does not believe that expanding a 


park board to include seven members 
would necessarily to an improvement 
"because it is sometimes difficult to 
maintain the interest of all five" but 
does feel that consideration to shortening 
the full term to less than six years might 
be wise. 


A package designer with Continental 


Can Co . Bartosch is credited with in- 
venting the "Colocell" process for his 
firm and is now awaiting a possible cor- 
porate presidential award. 


In 1970 he was appointed park district 


art director and has always had the re- 
sponsibility for cover design and com- 
position of recreational brochures mailed 
to district residents twice yearly.

site from Mrs. Ida Vogelei in late 1969. 


The area, now known as Vogelei Park, 


is located on Higgins Road near Jones 
Road and while its purchase price total- 
ed $150.000 estimated purchase price on 
today's market is believed to 
exceed 


$60.000 per acre. 


BARTOSCH SAYS HE is anxious for 


further development of the recreational 
program as well as individual park de- 
velopment. 


The candidate is anxious to learn the

undertaken by a master planner and be- 
lieves that future park development will 
hinge completely on information pro- 
vided by residents 


"With regard to large development, it 


would appear that the Winston Knolls 
area is kingpin because it will provide 
areas adjacent to the forest preserve dis- 
trict land," Bartoseh commented.

Luke Shore Auto Parts 
Corp of Chicago, that the levy violated 
the "equnl protection clause" of the 
t' S and state constitutions 


Officials of the Cook County Treas- 


urer's office, meanwhile, we/e trying to 


determine exactly how much of a tax

A. Conrad, deputy county 


treasurer, estimated county-wide reve- 
nue receipts would range from $120 
also explained that in suburban areas, 
65 to 75 per cent of the total collections 
from personal property tax on corpo- 
rations is returned to school districts. 


THOUGH JUDGE Dahl's decision may 


have come as good news to more than 
HOO corporations in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, it was a crushing blow for the

Kolze added that even be- 
fore Dahl's ruling, districts faced a tough 
fiscal situation because late tax bills 
from the county would push back the 
dates schools could expect operating rev- 
enue. 


IF THE STATE high court upholds the 


decision by Dahl, the financial 
pinch 


would not be felt until next year, because 
his ruling did not apply to 1970 assess- 
ments, which would be collected this 
year. 


But Lake Shore Auto Parts announced 


it will ask the Supreme Court to make 
Dahl's decision applicable to 1970 assess- 
ments.

Peterson: Need 
Full-Time Leader

Melvin Peterson thinks the Wheeling 


Park District needs a full-time recrea- 
tion director. 


Peterson, 48, is one of the three candi- 


dates vying for two seats on the Wheel- 
ing Park District Board of Commission- 
ers. 


A fifteen year resident of Wheeling. 


Peterson lives at 238 W. Wayne PL wth 
his wife, Betty Lou. and their five chil- 
dren. 


"When you have five children, recrea- 


tion is an important part of your life." he 
explains as one reason for running for 
the park board. 


"I think we're big enough to deserve a 


full ime recreation director," Peterson 
said. 


Another goal he suggests is building 


ice skating rinks at all local parks and 
school sites. "I'd like to see a hockey 
rink, too." Peterson said. 


PETERSON SAYS HE thinks the cur- 


rent board has done a good job of run- 
ning the park district He said his in- 
volvement in other local organisations 
should make him an asset to the park 
board. 


The candidate is second vice-president 


of the Wheeling High School Spur Club 
and is commander of Wheeling's Ameri- 
can Legion Post 1968. He also teaches 
Sunday school at the Lutheran Church of 
the Good Shepherd. 


Peterson has also been a coach in little 


league baseball. He works as a salesman 
for the Larson Equipment Co. 


Peterson said he would like to see an 


expanded recreation program including a 
variety of new activities. He has been 
attending park board meetings regularly 
in recent months to acquaint himself 
with the board's activities 


The district needs more recreational 


parks and it needs to develop the land it 
already owns, he said. The first priority 
should be park development, he told the 
Herald. 


To increase cooperation with other 


government bodies, Peterson called for 
hoard members to attend each other's 
meetings. 


HE SAID THAT the district should in- 


vestigate lowering swimming pool fees to 
encourage more use of the new Nep- 
tune's pool at Wheeling High School. 


Peterson said minibikes and snow- 


mobiles on park district property would 
be all right "if there's enough call for 
it." 


"But it really has to be controlled and 


supervised," he added.

I d 
like to see them keep this program very 
definite!) and maybe expand it so we 
can play some other parks " 


With a full time recreation director. 


Peterson said the district would be able 
to work for cooperation with other recre- 
ational programs such as the ones of- 
fered In I)ist 21 and other organizations 


' Cooperation is a good thing. I'd like 


to sec the park district get involved in 
league hardball." he said. 


Peterson explained that he thinks he 


would be an asset to the park board be- 
cause "I've been involved. I've lived in 
Wheeling for 15 years.

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Corporate Property Tax Ruling Could Crush Schools 


Northwest suburban school districts 


stand to lose millions of dollars in an- 
nual revenue if a ruling by Circuit Court 
Judge Wnltcr P Pahl yesterday after- 
noon declaring the corporate personal 
property tax unconstitutional is upheld 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 


In knocking down provisions for taxing 


personal property of corporations. Dahl 
was in effort supported with arguments 
by the plaintiff. Lake Shore Auto Parts 
Corp of Chicago, that the levy violated 
the "equal protection clause" of the 
T S and state constitutions 


Officials of the Cook County Treas- 


urer's office, meanwhile, were trying to 


determine exactly how much of a tax 
loss could be expected in this area's five 
townships 


Walter 
A. Conrad, 
deputy county 


treasurer, estimated county-wide reve- 
nue receipts would range from $120 
also explained that in suburban areas, 
B5 to 75 per cent of the total collections 
from personal property tax on corpo- 
rations is returned to school districts. 


THOUGH JUDGE Dahl's decision may 


have come as good news to more than 
HOO corporations in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, it was a crushing blow for the 
area's 10 elementary and three high 
school districts, many of which already 


face hard times financially. 


Robert Weber, high school Dist. 214 as- 


sistant superintendent for financial af- 
fairs, estimated the court decision could 
cost that district $1.5 million annually. 


Weber said he was "shocked" and 


called the ruling a "terrible blow to dis- 
tricts on the ragged edge" of financial 
problems. 


Supt. Richard Kolze of High School 


Dist. 211 said it was difficult to deter- 
mine at this time what the impact would 
be. He noted the court action com- 
pounded the problems of an already 
gloomy financial picture. 


"It puts all districts into a tight spot," 


he remarked. Kolze added that even be- 
fore Dahl's ruling, districts faced a tough 
fiscal situation because late tax 
bills 


from the county would push back the 
dates schools could expect operating rev- 
enue. 


IF THE STATE high court upholds the 


decision by Dahl, the financial pinch 
would not be felt until next year, because 
his ruling did not apply to 1970 assess- 
ments, which would be collected this 
year. 


But Lake Shore Auto Parts announced 


it will ask the Supreme Court to make 
Dahl's decision applicable to 1970 assess- 
ments. 


In the meantime, State's Atty. Edward 


Hanrahan will ask the state supreme 
court to reverse thf entire decision. 


Dahl, an Arlington Heights resident, 


reportedly based his decision on previous 
rjlings which said, for purposes of per- 
sonal property taxation, 
corporations 


were classified as individuals. 


To tax corporate personal property 


while exempting that of indiviuals, ac- 
cording 
to Dahl, 
would be uncon- 


stitutional of the 
"equal protection 


clause" of the 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution. 


Residents in the election last Novem- 


ber voted to remove from the statutes, 


provisions for taxation of individual per- 
sonal property. However, taxes will be 
collected for calendar year 1970. 


LAKE SHORE Auto Parts filed its suit 


in County Circuit court last December in 
the wake of November referendum.

Gordon Tierney, an independent candi- 


date for trustee in Buffalo Grove, be- 
lieves his independent status is a strong 
point in his favor in this election.

more apartments are desirable for Buf- 
falo Grove.

It's done han 
hazardly. There's no rhyme or re.T* ni fo. 
the way it's done." Tierney said.

Fascinates Kathy

Kathy Keene of Wheeling has been 


having some pretty unusual experiences 
in the last seven months. 


Kathy. a Wheeling High School gradu- 


ate, is spending a year in Cinco Saltos, 
Argentina as a foreign exchange student 
sponsored by the Wheeling Rotary Club. 


In a recent letter to Wheeling area 


residents Kathy told of her experiences 
with Argentine food, gauchos and after- 
noon siestas. 


The city where Kathy is living is about 


700 miles from Buenos Aires, the capital 
of Argentina. 


"Before arriving in Cinco Saltos, I 


stopped in Buenos Aires overnight," Ka- 
thy wrote in her letter. 


"MY FIRST IMPRESSION'S of Argen- 


tina were influenced much by my little 
stay in Buenos Aires. The day I arrived 
was a Sunday, and everyone was out en- 
joying the sunshine, strolling or playing 
games in the parks. The whole city 
seemed alive with that kind of spirit, and 
in every direction I looked there were 
enthusiastic families enjoying the com- 
pany of each other. "There were dads 
out flying brightly colored kites with 
their kids, or rowing the family through 
a picturesque lagoon. The family unit 
see-ms very closely knit, and the youths 
usually have a great deal of respect for 
their parent's opinion," Kathy wrote. 


She explained in her letter that she is 


piecing together an interpretation of Ar- 
gentina to relate to local residents when 
she returns in July. 


The food in Argentina is fascinating, 


according to Kathy's letter. 


"I WAS INTRODUCED to a delicious 


topping called dulce du leche. It has a 
caramel-like flavor, but ^ unlike any- 
topping in the U.S. I soon learned that it 
is a very typical confection of Argentina, 
and I didn't find it hard to like it. In fact, 
when we have a jar of dulce de leche in 
the house, it's impossible for me to stick 
to my diet! We spread it on bread, 
cheese, cake and ice cream," she ex- 
plained. 


For the mr.in course "Asado is a very 


common meal, in fact it's a once-a-week 
thing in our home." Kathy writes. 


The 18-year-old student is living with 


the family of Nora Vc'jchi, an Argentine 
girl who recently spent a year in Wheel- 
ing as a foreign exchange student.

that a misleading description. 


"INSTEAD OF BEING a tall, young 


and lean fella, the typical gaucho is very 
short and usually has a nice round belly 
(probably from eating a lot of asario i. 


"On his aged and wrinkled face he 


wears a look that reveals tne rugged life 
he lives. He works mostly with horses 
and wildstock on the estancias or ran- 
ches, in Argentina." Kathy wrote. 


"The gaucho's always seen wearira a 


bombacha. the long baggy pants that 
look like bloomers and are now even 
fashionable for girls. Secured around his 
waist is a faja, which looks like a cum- 
merbund. The Argentines have all grown 
to admire the gaucho and his rugged 
life," Kathy explains. 


Kathy also wrote about her favorite 


Argentine beverage a green, 
tea-like 


brew called mate 'pronounced n-.ah-tay 


MATE "IS SIPPED from a gourd."11*- 


ing a silver or gold straw that has a 
round and hollow strainer on one end to 
p r e v e n t drinking the yerba mate 
leaves.'1 she wrote. 


Kathy also described her problem.; in 


gettins used to the custom of the siesta, 
an afternoon nap. 


"Have you ever thought of takina an 


hour for lunch . . . and another for a nan 
before returnirm to work? The Latin 
Americans have a remarkable knack for 
being able to forget all the tensions and 
problems that the work and school day 
offer.

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Corporate Property Tax Ruling Could Crush Schools 


Northwest suburban school districts 


stand to lose millions of dollars in an- 
nual revenue if a ruling by Circuit Court 
Judge Walter P. Dahl yesterday after- 
noon declaring the corporate personal 
property tax unconstitutional is upheld 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 


In knocking down provisions for taxing 


personal property of corporations, Dahl 
was in effect supported with arguments 
by the plaintiff, Lake Shore Auto Parts 
Corp. of Chicago, that the levy violated 
the "equal protection clause" of the 
US and state constitutions 


Officials of the Cook County Treas- 


urer's office, meanwhile, were trying to 


determine exactly how much of a tax 
loss could be expected in this area's five 
townships. 


Walter A. Conrad, deputy county 


treasurer, estimated county-wide reve- 
nue receipts would range from $120 
also explained that in subturban areas, 
65 to 75 per cent of the total collections 
from personal property tax on corpo- 
rations is returned to school districts. 


THOUGH JUDGE Dahl's decision may 


have come as good news to more than 
800 corporations in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, it was a crushing blow for the 
area's 10 elementary and three high 
school districts, many of which already 


face hard times financially. 


Robert Weber, high school Dist. 214 as- 


sistant superintendent for financial af- 
fairs, estimated the court decision could 
cost that district $1.5 million annually. 


Weber said he was "shocked" and 


called the ruling a "terrible blow to dis- 
tricts on the ragged edge" of financial 
problems. 


Supt. Richard Kolze of High School 


Dist. 211 said it was difficult to deter- 
mine at this time what the impact would 
be. He noted the court action com- 
pounded the problems of an already 
gloomy financial picture. 


"It puts all districts into a tight spot," 


he remarked. Kolze added that even be- 
fore Dahl's ruling, districts faced a tough 
fiscal situation because late tax bills 
from the county would push back the 
dates schools could expect operating rev- 
enue. 


IF THE STATE high court upholds the 


decision by Dahl, the financial pinch 
would not be felt until next year, because 
his ruling did not apply to 1970 assess- 
ments, which would be collected this 
year. 


But Lake Shore Auto Parts announced 


it will ask 'the Supreme Court to make 
Dahl's decision applicable to 1970 assess- 
ments. 


In the meantime, State's Atty. Edward 


Hanrahan will ask the state supreme 
court to reverse the entire decision. 


Dahl, an Arlington Heights resident, 


reportedly based his decision on previous 
rulings which said, for purposes of per- 
sonal property taxation, corporations 
were classified as individuals. 


To tax corporate personal property 


while exempting that of indiviuals, ac- 
cording to Dahl, would be uncon- 
stitutional of the "equal protection 
clause" of the 14th Amendment of the 
U S. Constitution. 


Residents In the election last Novem- 


ber voted to remove from the statutes, 


provisions for taxation of individual per- 
sonal property. However, taxes will be 
collected for calendar year 1970 


LAKS SHORE Auto Parts filed its suit 


in County Circuit court last December in 
the wake of November referendum.

"We agree the large 
trees are an asset to the course and will 
not remove one tree unless it is in the 
way." said Whitehead. 


Cordt said he is grateful Multicon 


wants to preserve as many trees as pos- 
sible 


"But where was this planning or con- 


cern when those giant trees were falling 
to the saw — one every five minues Sat- 
urday and Sunday morning?" he asked. 


Cordt maintains the worker he chal- 


lenged on the Multicon property told him 
all the trees had to be cut when asked.

Cordt reports a call to the area offices

tributed the questionnaire last week, ac- 
cording to Spit/a. with a reprint of a 
H e r a l d newspaper article published 
March 9 Residents are queried on vari- 
ous topics 'ncliKlmu what "additional po- 
lice protection" means to them. 


Presently, 
about 
loo questionnaires 


have been returned to the association, 
according to Spit/a However, no resul's 
have been tabulated yet. 


Under the proposed plan, extra police 


protection will be provided to unincorpo- 
r a t e d area.s of Palatine Township 
through contracts with the Palatine and 
Rolling Meadows police departments or 
the Cook County shernf's police. To pay 
for the protection, a special police dis- 
trict would be created and residents 
would pay a tax nf 10 cents on $100 as- 
sessed property value. 


Since proposing the plan, the Palatine 


Township Board of Auditors has been 
looking for samples of public opinion. 
Spitza appeared before UK board on 
March 1 and promised to poll the 250 


families in Pinehurst Manor. 


There are five questions on the circu- 


lar. The first question asks residents if 
they think current police protection by 
the county is adequate. According to the 
township board, only two squad cars cov- 
er a large area including Pinehurst Man- 
or. 


The next question asks if residents 


would be willing to pay an extra tax for 
extra police protection. 


On the third question, residents are 


asked what "additional police protec- 
tion" means to them. Choices of answers 
are: prompt reply to calls, greater sur- 
veillance of the area, protection on week- 
ends only, protection on week days only, 
protection around the clock, protection 
during evening hours only, or protection 
during daylight hours only. 


Question four asks basically the same 


question. Residents are asked what time 
of the day they would like extra protec- 
tion. "Don't need" is one of the choices 
here. 


The fifth question merely asks resi- 


dents what extra role the association 
should play in the community. 


While circulating the questionnaire, 


Spitza's group has asked the Pepper- 
tree Farms Homeowners Assn. to join 
them In polling residents on the police 
protection plan. Eugene Meenan, presi- 
dent of Peppertree, said his group is re- 
ceptive to the idea. 


Spitza said he would also like to see

Whitehead added, "someone from Mul- 


ticon pulled the contractor off the job 
this weekend, after reports of the com- 
plaints started coming in. "We want to 
be certain that not one tree is cut in er- 
ror," he said. 


Cordt, responding to that admission 


says it proves the trees should not have 
been cut and adds "without any fuss 
from us, the rest of the trees would have 
gone."

Question four asks basically the same

dents what extra role the association 
should play in the community. 


While circulating the questionnaire, 


SpiUa's group has asked the Pepper- 
tree Farms Homeowners Assn. to join 
them In polling residents on the police 
protection plan. Eugene Meenan, presi- 
dent of Peppertree, said his group is re- 
ceptive to the idea.

Argentina Food 
Fascinates Kathy 


KATHY 
KEENE. 
an 
18-year-old 


Wheeling girl, is spending a year m 
Argentine as a Wheeling Rotary Club 
foreign exchange student In a recent 


letter to local residents, Kathy de- 
scribed her experiences in the South 
American country 


Kathy Keene of Wheeling has been 


having some pretty unusual experiences 
in the last seven months 


Kathy, a Wheeling High School gradu- 


ate, is spending a year in Cinco Saltos, 
Argentina as a foreign exchange student 
sponsored by the Wheeling Rotary Club 


In a recent letter to Wheeling area 


residents Kathy told of her experiences 
with Argentine food, gauchos and after- 
noon siestas 


The city where Kathy is living is about 


700 miles from Buenos Aires, the capital 
of Argentina 


'Before arriving in Cinco Saltos, I 


stopped in Buenos Aires overnight," Ka- 
thy wrote in her letter 


"MY FIRST IMPRESSIONS of Argen- 


tina were influenced much by my little 
stay in Buenos Aires The day I arrived 
was a Sunday, and everyone was out en- 
joying the sunshine, strolling or playing 
games in the parks The whole city 
seemed alive with that kind of spirit, and 
in every direction I looked there were 
enthusiastic families enjoying the com- 
pany of each other "There were dads 
out flying brightly colored kites with 
their kids, or rowing the family through 
a picturesque lagoon The family unit 
seems very closely knit, and the youths 
usually have a great deal of respect for 
their parent's opinion," Kathy wrote 


She explained in her letter that she is 


piecing together an interpretation of Ar- 
gentina to relate to local residents when 
she returns in July 


The food in Argentina is fascinating, 


according to Kathy's letter 


"I WAS INTRODUCED to a delicious 


topping called dulce du leche It has a 
caramel-like flavor, but is unlike any 
topping in the U S I soon learned that it 
is a very typical confection of Argentina, 
and I didn't find it hard to like it In fact, 
when we have a jar of dulce de leche in 
the house it's impossible for me to stick 
to my diet' We spread it on bread, 
cheese cake and ice cream," she ex- 
plained 


For the mam course ' Asado is a very 


common meal, in fact it's a once a week 
thing in our home," Kathy writes 


The 18-year-old student is living with 


the family of Nora Vecchi, an Argentine 
girl who recently spent a year in Wheel- 
ing as a foreign exchange student 


When Nora was in Wheeling she lived 


with Kathy's family for five months 


Nora's father will roast a whole lamb 


or parts of it on a small spear stuck in 


the ground to make the asado, Kathy ex- 
plains 


"WE 
DON'T 
HAVE charcoal bn 


quettes here, so to prepare the fire he 
burns the wood first then breaks it into 
small chunks When the asado is ready 
you serve yourself Just cut off whatever 
part you like best No plate, please' 


"Asado is eaten with two tools 
a 


sharp knife and a piece of bread You 
place the asado on the bread, gripping it 
between your teeth at the same time 
cutting a piece off with the knife," Kathy 
wrote 


'They tell me that with a little prac 


tice I'll be doing it like a real gaucho 
However, so far I've only succeeded in 
dropping the knife the bread the asado 
and my head in embarassment" she 
said 


The gaucho is often called 'an Argen- 


tine cowboy,' but Kathy says she finds 
that a misleading description 


"INSTEAD OF BEING a tall, young 


and lean fella the typical gaucho Ls very 
short and usually has a nice round belly 
(probably from eating a lot of asado) 


' On his aged and wrinkled face he 


wears a look that reveals the rugged life 
he lives He works mostly with horses 
and wildstock on the estancias or ran 
ches, in Argentina " Kathy wrote 


'The gaucho s always seen wearing a 


bombacha the long baggy pants that 
look like bloomers and are now even 
fashionable for girls Secured around his 
waist is a faja, which looks like a cum- 
merbund The Argentines have all grown 
to admire the gaucho and his rugged 
life " Kathy explains 


Kathy also wrote about her favorite 


Argentine beverage a green, tea-like 
brew called mate (pronounced mah-tay) 


MATE "IS SIPPED from a gourd, us- 


ing a siKer or gold straw that h?s a 
round and hollow strainer on one end to 
p r e v e n t drinking the yerba mate 
leaves,' she wrote 


Kathy also described her problems in 


getting used to the custom of the siesta, 
an afternoon nap 


'Have you ever thought of taking an 


hour for lunch 
and another for a nap 


before returning to work' The Latin 
Americans have a remarkable knack for 
being able to forget all the tensions and 
problems that the work and school day 
offer All the shops close and the pueblo 
remains motionless from 1 p m to 4 p m 
When I first arrived I couldn't bring my- 
self to stop and drop everything, right in 
the middle of the day," Kathy said.

An audience of approximately 
2,800 


students heard Crane, former history col- 
lege 
professor, 
cite examples 
from 


American, world and ancient history to 
emphasize his views on the state of the 
problems in this country. 


"We have to salvage what is best out 


of the historic tradition instead of run- 
ning the risk of falling like the Roman 
empire." he told students. "We have in 
oim country people who want to destroy 
our institutions because of lack of under- 
standing of those institutions and historic 
principles And these people are not nec- 
essarily young people." 


Long-haired, short-haired, blue-jeaned 


and rtressed-up teens listened as Crane 
explained. "There is no real generation 
gap when it comes to working together to 
find the .solution to problems 


' The contribution of any generation 


must stand on the shoulders of giants 
who have gone before us," he said. 


"These are not new probelms. Every- 


one has had to live with them. But 
each generation does an 
insufficient 


lob. and each will do an insufficient job 
because we're something less than an- 
gels 


"We need the stimulus of the younger 


generation to take a fresh look at the 
problems," he said. "But apathy is the 
biggest problem." 


The congressman told students to "go 


to work for the party of their choice 
Ring doorbells in your precinct." 


When .Norman Patberg. assistant prin- 


cipal, introduced the speaker 
he re- 


minded the audience that Crane would be 
.seeking re-election in 1972. "probably 
when moM of you will be able to vote.'' 


Crane's speech also touched on religion 


as he tried to correlate the origin of laws 
with the Ten Commandments. 


But the speaker received the most ap- 


plause when it was announced he has 
.seven children at home in Winnetka. 
"Being here with so many students — 
it's like being home at dinnertime," he 
.joked. 


As the gym emptied, several students 


rushed up to shake the Congressman's 
hand. One girl remarked to her friend 
"He was good but it's too bad everyone 


else didn't appreciate it. They were 
rude." Most of the audience started to 
squirm by the half-way mark of the 50- 
minute speech. 


There were others who didn't seem too 


enthused about what Crane had to say 


"What he said about getting involved 


was good," said one female student 
"But he shouldn't have dwelled on it and 
brought a little more relevant points into 
the speech." 


"I didn't understand it." said one boy. 


"I think what he said went over most of 


the kids heads, and he took too long to 
say it." 


Crane said he spoke to the assemblv 


because "I want any chance I can t,> 
Mieak to young people " He said he has 
recently spoken at other high schools in 
northern suburbs and also spoke at Har- 
per Junior College in Palatine M

Construction of the school, if approved, 


would begin in the fall for opening in

According to the committee report the

This would be 825 stu- 
dents beyond present capacity limits 


By next fall the district expects to be 


at least 327 students beyond the capacity 
The largest increase over the next five 
years is expected north of the Northwest 
Tollway. 


The site chosen by the district is north 


of the tollway. located in the area where 
most of the increase in students is ex- 
pected 


The report shows an additional 320 stu- 


dents in that area by 1975. totaling 2.:iKl 
students. Enrollment south of the tollway 
is expected to peak in 1972-73 to 2,012 ar.d 
decrease'by 1075 to 1.934 students The 
latter figure is an additional 86 students 
over this year's enrollment of 1.8:i4 south 
of the tollway.

we have had for these many years hasn't 
hindered developments in Mount Pros- 
pect. Land values today make planned- 
unit developments of vacant property at- 
tractive to developers; however, I would 
oppose annexation and zoning for mul- 
tiple-story buildings if cost of service by 
the village exceeds expected revenues in 
taxes, etc.

Granted, almost ev- 
eryone would like the community to have 
strictly one and two-story single-family 
residences, but this is impossible.

If a need is shown for additional mul- 
tiple-story buildings, the determining fac- 
tors must be that nred.

May Have Been Cut By Mistake 
Homeoivners Fight To Save 
Trees On Golf Course Site 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Forty tall oaks and elms were felled by 


the contractors power saw last weekend 
on a golf course site under development 
by Multicon Inc. Builders, in Hoffman 
Estates. The trees may have been cut by 
mistake. 


Approximately 40 more of the trees 


that measured over 100 feet in height 
may be saved due to the efforts of a 
small group of homeowners who live 
near Hassell Rd., and Parkview Lane, 
within sight of the grove of trees. 


P u b l i c opposition, arguments and 


pleading requests for time to contact 
Multicon officials from objecting area 
residents, influenced the man doing the 
cutting to leave his job, said Peter 
Cordt of 650 Parkview Lane. 


Cordt is now concerned with how the 


rest of the course will be developed. 


Cordt, who led opposition to the cut- 


ting, insists more than half the trees cut 
did not have to go for fairway clearance. 


He is fearful the same type of "mis- 


take" that led to the cutting Saturday 
and Sunday will spell an end to the re- 
mainder of the grove, he says is at the 
edge of the 16th tee of the course and the 
Hassell Rd. boundary. 


Multicon Representatives, Roy White- 


head, regional manager and David Faes- 
tcl, administrative assistant agreed "that 
some sort of mistake or 
misunder- 


standing existed." 


HOWEVER THEY deny that any of the 


trees were cut by "accident" and stress 
that the trees felled must have been des- 
ignated to be cut. 


However, Whitehead admitted the con- 


tractor doing the cutting has been "sev- 
erely reprimanded for working Saturday 
and Sunday with no supervision from 
Multicon or direct orders." 


HE SAID HE is grateful to the area 


residents for bringing the matter to Mul- 
ticon's attention. "We agree the large 
trees are an asset to the course and will 
not remove one tree unless it is in the 
•.vuy," said Whitehead. 


Cordt said he is grateful Multicon 


wants to preserve as many trees as pos- 
sible. 


"But where was this planning or con- 


cern when those giant trees were falling 
to the saw — one every five minues Sat- 
urday and Sunday morning?" he asked. 


Cordt maintains the worker he chal- 


lenged on the Multicon property told him 
all the trees had to be cut when asked. 


"I couldn't believe it, knowing the area 


was a golf course and insisted the man 
must be mistaken in his orders," said 
Cordt. 


Cordt reports a call to the area offices 


of Multicon evoked "sympathy-and the 


advice to contact Faestel Monday morn- 
ing." As I placed calls I could see the 
trees falling and knew none would be left 
by Monday," he added. 


Mayor Frederick Downey said he was 


only a part time mayor and was busy 
making out income tax forms but might 
come see in a few hours," said Cordt. 


"No one cared, and time was taking 


the trees one by one," added Cordt. He 
criticized Downey for his refusal to help. 
A call to the Hoffman Estates police de- 
partment delayed the cutting by two 
hours as the patrolmen required proof of 
the contractors work orders. 


"By then, neighborhood opposition had 


gathered force and the worker walked off 
the job," said Cordt. 


WHITEHEAD SAID Tuesday that con- 


struction managers and contractors now 
have strict orders to remove only those 
trees that have been marked to go. "The 
trees cut this weekend were in line of a 
fairway," he insists as he added that 
"some marginal trees may have to tx 
taken down in addition to those cut." 


Whitehead added, "someone from Mul- 


ticon pulled the contractor off the job 
this weekend, after reports of the com- 
plaints started coming in. "We want to 
be certain that not one tree is cut in er- 
ror," he said. 


Cordt, responding to that admission 


says it proves the trees should not have 
been cut and adds "without any fuss 
from us, the rest of the trees would have 
gone."

Corporate Property Tax Ruling Could Crush Schools 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


Northwest suburban school districts 


stand to lose millions of dollars in an- 
nual revenue if a ruling by Circuit Court 
Judge Walter P. Dahl yesterday after- 
noon declaring the corporate personal 
property tax unconstitutional is upheld 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 


In knock ing down provisions for taxing 


personal property of corporations. Dahl 
was In effect, supported with arguments 
by the plaintiff, Lake Shore Auto Parts 
Corp of Chicago, that the levy violated 
the "equal protection clause" of the 
U S and state constitutions. 


Officials of the Cook County Treas- 


urer's office, meanwhile, were trying to 


determine exactly how much of a tax 
loss could be expected in this area's five 
townships. 


Walter 
A. Conrad, deputy 
county 


treasurer, estimated county-wide reve- 
nue receipts would range from $120 
also explained that in suburban areas, 
65 to 75 per cent of the total collections 
from personal property tax on corpo- 
rations is returned to school districts. 


THOUGH JUDGE Dahl's decision may 


have come as good news to more than 
800 corporations in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, it was a crushing blow for the 
area's 10 elementary and three high 
school districts, many of which already 


face hard times financially. 


Robert Weber, high school Dist. 214 as- 


sistant superintendent for financial af- 
fairs, estimated the court decision could 
cost that district $1.5 million annually. 


Weber said he was "shocked" and 


called the ruling a "terrible blow to dis- 
tricts on the ragged edge" of financial 
problems. 


Supt. Richard Kolze of High School 


Dist. 211 said it was difficult to deter- 
mine at this time what the impact would 
be. He noted the court action com- 
pounded the problems of an already 
gloomy financial picture. 


"It puts all districts into a tight spot," 


he remarked. Kolze added that even be- 
fore Dahl's ruling, districts faced a tough 
fiscal situation because late tax bills 
from the county would push back the 
dates schools could expect operating rev- 
enue. 


IF THE STATE high court upholds the 


decision by Dahl, the financial pinch 
would not be felt until next year, because 
his ruling did not apply to 1970 assess- 
ments, which would be collected this 
year. 


But Lake Shore Auto Parts announced 


it will ask the Supreme Court to make 
Dahl's decision applicable to 1970 assess- 
ments. 


In the meantime, State's Atty. Edward 


Hanrahan will ask the state supreme 
court to reverse the entire decision.

zoning for the 54-acre site of a multimil- 
lion-dollar office, apartment and recrea- 
tion center will be held at 8 tonight be- 
fore the Mount Prospect Village Board. 


The hearing will be held in the munici- 


pal building, 112 E. Northwest Hwy. 


William Alter of Unity Ventures Inc , a 


subsidiary of Realty Company of Amer- 
ica (REALCOA), is seeking annexation 
and zoning for the construction of a $42 
million development, described as sim- 
ilar to New York's Rockefeller Center. 


The village's plan commission and zon- 


ing board of appeals have approved Al- 
ter's request for commercial zoning with 
a special use for multiple-family devel- 
opment. This is not a planned-unit devel- 
opment by ordinance because he is seek- 
ing additional zoning with variations. 


THE PARCEL IS currently unincorpo- 


rated, and zoning for the development 
was approved by the Cook County Board 
in December If the site is not annexed 
by the village, Alter said he will develop 


the property in the county 


Plans call for the construction of sev- 


eral office buildings ranging in heights 
from eight to 16 stories; three 12-story 
and two 10-story apartment buildings 
with a maximum of 1,200 living units; 
theaters, restaurants, a hotel and year- 
round recreation facilities A sports are- 
na, schools, churches and museums may 
be added later. 


Alter estimates construction and devel- 


opment of the site will take between five 
and eight years. 


Last month, the plan commisson and 


zoning board approved the request for 
annexation with rezoning because "it 
would be more advantageous to the vil- 
lage for this project to be constructed 
within its limits rather than in the coun- 
ty." 


MEMBERS OF THE plan commission 


and zoning board said annexation will be 
more advantageous because "it would 
generate permit fees as well as sales 
and real property tax revenues for the 


village and enhance the ability of the vil-

students at Forest View High School in 
Arlington Heights. 


An audience of approximately 2,800 


students heard Crane, former history col- 
lege professor, cite examples 
from 


American, world and ancient history to 
emphasize his views on the state of the 
problems in this country. 


"We have to salvage what is best out 


of the historic tradition instead of run- 
ning the risk of falling like the Roman 
empire," he told students. "We have in 
our country people who want to destroy 
our institutions because of lack of under- 
standing of those institutions and historic 
principles. And these people are not nec- 
essarily young people." 


Long-haired, short-haired, blue-jeaned 


and dressed-up teens listened as Crane 
explained, "There is no real generation 
gap when it comes to working together to 
find the solution to problems. 


"The contribution of any generation 


must stand on the shoulders of giants 
who have gone before us," he said. 


"These are not new probelms. Every- 


one has had to live with them. But 
each generation does an 
insufficient 


job, and each will do an insufficient job 
because we're something less than an- 
gels. 


"We need the stimulus of the younger 


generation to take a fresh look at the 
problems," he said. "But apathy is the 
biggest problem." 


The congressman told students to "go 


to work for the party of their choice. 
Ring doorbells in your precinct " 


When Norman Patberg, assistant prin- 


cipal, introduced the speaker he re- 
minded the audience that Crane would be 
seeking re-election in 1972. "probably 
when most of you will be able to vote." 


Crane's speech also touched on religion 


as he tried to correlate the origin of laws 
with the Ten Commandments. 


But the speaker received the most ap- 


plause when it was announced he has 
seven children at home in Winnetka. 
"Being here with so many students — 
it's like being home at dinnertime," he 
joked. 


As the gym emptied, several students 


rushed up to shake the Congressman's 
hand. One girl remarked to her friend 
"He was good but it's too bad everyone 


else didn't appreciate it. They were 
rude." Most of the audience started to 
squirm by the half-way mark of the 50- 
minute speech. 


There were others who didn't seem too 


enthused about what Crane had to say 


"What he said about getting involved 


was good," said one female student. 
"But he shouldn't have dwelled on it and 
brought a little more relevant points into 
the speech." 


"I didn't understand it," said one boy. 


"1 think what he said went over most of 


the kids heads, and he took too long to 
say it " 


Crane said he spoke to the assembly 


because "I want any chance I can to 
speak to young people " He said he has 
recently spoken at other high schools in 
northern suburbs and also spoke at Har- 
per Junior College in Palatine Monday.

I feel that the construction of the mul- 


tiple-story buildings would be detrimen- 
tal to the character of the Village of 
Mount Prospect. 


The creation of the planned-unit devel- 


opment ordinance passed by the village 
board took approximately two years. 
This ordinance allows up to eight stories. 
No sooner after its passage, we have had 
requests for 10 stories at the Randhurst 
office building; 10 stories at the Old Or- 
chard Country Club; and now 16 stories 
at the so-called Rockefeller Center at Al- 
gonquin and Elmhurst roads. 


Who knows how high we will go at this 


rate. Why did we work on a PUD ordi- 
nance (planned unit development) for 
two years and then grant possible vari- 
ations on buildings over eight stories 
only. 


We have never had such a threat of 


high-rise buildings as in the past two 
years. I do sincerely believe that the 
overwhelming majority of Mount Pros- 
pect residents do not favor high-rise 
buildings because they would destroy the 
village atmosphere, that of being a quiet, 
little suburban community. I agree with 
them.

The residential character of Mount 


Prospect i.s fixed and except for the out- 
Ivmg areas, two stories is pv MI 
height. However the seven-story (70- 
foot) Randhurst Mall demonstrates that 
heights when combined with proper set- 
back and open space can be an asset in 
attraction of commercial property. 


One such proposal is for an office-tow- 


er complex south on Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads. Another is the Old Orchard 
Country Club, if developed as proposed 
with several high-rise buildings and 


is located near St. Zachary Catholic 
Church and school east of Elmhurst 
Road on Algonquin Road. 


THE JUNIOR high school proposal 


was based on a citizens' committee rec- 
ommendatom presented to the board of 
education in December. 


The report from the committee, which 


represented several months work, said 
that the overcrowding at the junior high 
level is "not temporary but will worsen 
with time." 


Construction of the school, if approved, 


would begin in the fall for opening in 
September, 1972, for 750 students 


According to the committee report the 


district-wide junior high school capacity 
is 3,620 students with an estimated 4.445 
expected by 1975. This would be 825 stu- 
dents beyond present capacity limits 


By next fall the district expects to be 


at least 327 students beyond the capacity. 
The largest increase over the next five 
years is expected north of the Northwest 
ToIIway. 


The site chosen by the district is north 


of the tollway. located in the area where 
most of the increase in students is ex- 
pected. 


The report shows an additional 320 stu- 


dents in that area by 1975, totaling 2,361 
students. Enrollment south of the tollway 
is expected to peak m 1972-73 to 2,012 
and 


decrease by 1975 to 1.934 students The 
latter figure is an additional 86 students 
over this year's enrollment of 1.8'!4 south 
of the tollway.

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Corporate Property Tax Ruling Could Crush Schools 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


Northwest suburban school districts 


stand to lose millions of dollars In an- 
mml revenue if a ruling by Circuit Court 
Judge Walter P. Dahl yesterday after- 
noon declaring the corporate personal 
property tax unconstitutional is upheld 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 


In knocking down provisions for taxing 


personal property of corporations, Dahl 
was in effect supported with arguments 
by the plaintiff, Lake Shore Auto Parts 
Corp. of Chicago, that the levy violated 
the "equal protection clause" of the 
t'.S. and state constitutions. 


Officials of the Cook County Treas- 


urer's office, meanwhile, were trying to 


determine exactly how much of a tax 
loss could be expected in this area's five 
townships. 


Walter A. Conrad, deputy county 


treasurer, estimated county-wide reve- 
nue receipts would range from $120 
also explained that in subturban areas, 
65 to 75 per cent of the total collections 
from personal property tax on corpo- 
rations is returned to school districts. 


THOUGH JUDGE Dahl's decision may 


have come as good news to more than 
800 corporations in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, it was a crushing blow for the 
area's 10 elementary and three high 
school districts, many of which already 


face hard times financially. 


Robert Weber, high school Dist. 214 as- 


sistant superintendent for financial af- 
fairs, estimated the court decision could 
cost that district $1.5 million annually. 


Weber said he was "shocked" and 


called the ruling a "terrible blow to dis- 
tricts on the ragged edge" of financial 
problems. 


Supt. Richard Kolze of High School 


Dist. 211 said it was difficult to deter- 
mine at this time what the impact would 
be. He noted the court action com- 
pounded the problems of an already 
gloomy financial picture. 


"It puts all districts'into a tight spot," 


he remarked. Kolze added that even be- 
fore Dahl's ruling, districts faced a tough 
fiscal situation because late tax bills 
from the county would push back the 
dates schools could expect operating rev- 
enue. 


IF THE STATE high court upholds the 


decision by Dahl, the financial pinch 
would not be felt until next year, because 
his ruling did not apply to 1970 assess- 
ments, which would be collected this 
year. 


But Lake Shore Auto Parts announced 


it will ask the Supreme Court to make 
Dahl's decision applicable to 1970 assess- 
ments. 


In the meantime, State's Atty. Edward 


Hanrahan will ask the state supreme 
court to reverse the entire decision. 


Dahl, an Arlington Heights resident, 


reportedly based his decision on previous 
rulings which said, for purposes of per-

Staffing decisions and the extent of 


ruts to effect the 1971-72 school year 
must be marie by April 11. Teachers who 


are now in the district must be notified 
by that date if they will not be rehired, 
Supt. Donald Strong has told the board. 


Besides the deficit projected when the 


referendum failed, the district now faces 
a loss in state aid money if the present 
state aid proposal is passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly 


Strong told the board at a regular 


meeting last week that, if the present 
formula is passed, Dist. 25 will receive 
S126.IXK) less in state aid next year than it 
received this year. 


THE RULING outlawing collection of 


corporate personal property tax an- 
nounced yesterday may also be a factor 
in the amount of cuts to be made, district 
officials said. 


Studies were under way during the late 


afternoon at the district Administration 
Building to determine how much the rul- 
ing will affect the 1971-72 budget projec- 
tions. 


The district has 10,045 students en- 


rolled this year and has 513 teachers, ad- 
ministrators and other certificated per- 
sonnel. 


Preliminary 
enrollment projections 


made by the district indicates an enroll- 
ment increase, not counting some special 
education students, of 150 to 180 students 
in 1971-72. In January the board made' 
cuts which reduced the number of teach- 
ers in the district by six and one-half for 
next year. (The district employs some 
half-time teachers.) 


Cuts made in January included elimi- 


nation of one year of a two-year jufiior 


high school French program, elimination 
of the district's audio-visual consultant, 
cuts in amount of staff time for closed 
circuit TV and reductions in special edu- 
cation and special services personnel. 


IN ADDITION the board voted in 


January to cut the budget for instruc- 
tional equipment by 58 per cent, for 
audio-visual equipment by 84 per cent, 
for library materials by 33 per cent, for 
athletic supplies by 58 per cent and for 
teaching aids for 54 per cent. 


Cuts made in January, which would 


have balanced the budget if the voters 
had granted a tax rate increase on 
March 13, totaled $314,042. 


Any budget cuts made by the board 


tonight will be in addition to the cuts 
made in January.

TROCH pointed out that since 


she works in the village, she has a 
chance to see park problems everyday 
on a first-hand basis She stressed she 
likes efficiency and said she would have 
time to study reports and do her "home- 
work" as a park board member. "At 
times, it's been a problem getting things 
accomplished "because some park board 
members don't have enough spare time, 
she said 


The candidate .said she thought the 


park board's present policy of holding 
board meetings at local parks was a

cerned now, they might "lose the kids— 
and that's what it's all about. The kids 
are the ones who use the park facilities 
now." 


The candidate has been working with 


kids as a coach in the Jaycees ice hockey 
program. "Seeing the enthusiasm they 
give you when they're interested in 
something makes all the work worth it. 
You just can't say no," Schumann said. 


ENTHUSIASM IS ons of the qualities 


which is presently needed on the park 
board, Schumann said. 


The 40-year-old candidate said he has 


recently visited facilities in other park 
districts and has had people tell him 
"what a terrific park district and great 
staff we've got. So many people from 
other park district's tell me Thornton is 
the best in his field — the same goes for 
Capulli." Thomas Thornton is the direc- 
tor of parks and recreation and Angelo 
Capulli is the superintendent of mainte- 
nance. 


Schumann, who lives at 1104 N. Derby- 


shire Dr . said although the parks system 
is good, he thinks "we can get more use 
out of the existing facilities. I'd like to 
see them open more often." 


Teenagers hang around the parks and 


facilities should be open later for them, 
Schumann said. When a program is of- 
fered on the weekend, "It just seems to 
take off" and gets a large response, he 
said. 


PROGRAMMING THE facilities for 


weekend use would be one of his goals if 
elected. Schumann said he has been vis- 
iting other park facilites and sees "ev- 
every room is just humming with activi- 
ties " 


The opening of facilities more often 


would help solve some of the problems 
with vandalism, Schumann said. "If the 
kids know that something is theirs to 
use, they will help look out after it. Per- 
haps because places are not open enough 
is one reason for vandalism." 


The candidate said he "kinda puts 


teenagers first. Everybody says they get 
in trouble the most." 


.Schumann and his wife, Audrey, have 


three sons, ranging in age from 10 to 15.

no smoking up to the administrators of 
the park district. "The board should 
have gotten more viewpoints than just 
those presented at that one meeting. 
We're trying to do something for these 
kids who get so many things just shoved 
on to them. We've got to let the kids 
have more say,'' Schumann said. 


An idea suggested recently that Schu- 


mann would like to see tried is an ex- 
change between Rolling Meadows and 
Arlington Heights park districts. He said 
something could be worked out to let 
people in this district who would be able 
Meadows ice rink use the indoor swim- 
ming pool at Olympic Park, Arlington 
Heights. The reverse would also be part 
of the agreement. "I would like to see 
some things shared. It would help the 
people in this district who would be ablt 
to use the rink in Rolling Meadows," he 
said. 


The candidate said there are "possi- 


bilities" in the suggestion to build an 
artificial ice rink in Arlington Heights. 
However, "It would have to be scheduled 
properly to make the most use of it," he 
said. Also, the facility could be used dur- 
ing the summer for roller skating, 
which might be of great interest to peo- 
ple. He called trying to find a place to 
roller skate in the area as a "lost 
cause " 


THE CANDIDATE also said it would 


be a good idea for the park board to hold 
a special meeting where "someone with 
an idea or someone with a complaint can 
Just come in to talk. Sometimes, people 
get an idea that's fantastic but they don't 
know how to approach it." 


Schumann said the present five-man 


park board is a "little too clost knit. The 
more heads and the more ideas you 
have, the better." He would favor an ex- 
pansion to a seven-man board. 


Saying he would be able to arrange his 


own schedule to be able to attend park 
board meetings, the candidate stressed, 
"I would not be an absentee commission- 
er." He said the cancelling of board 
meetings for lack of a quorum has "got- 
ten to be ridiculous." 


Schumann said he likes to "tackle one 


thing at a time." The one thing he'd like 
to tackle next is a six-year term on the 
park board. 


During his speeches at 
candidate 


nights, David J. Griffir usually starts out 
by telling people who he's not. 


The candidate for the six-year term on 


the park board will point to Eugene Grif- 
fin, a Caucus Party candidate for the vil- 
lage board, and say "I'm not related to 
him." Griffin said he is constantly asked 
if he's related to the "other" Griffin and 
said he sometimes just gives up and 
says, "Yes." 


Griffin's 
main campaign slogan is 


"Better Parks for All Ages." The candi- 
date thinks that one of the most irritat- 
ing things about the park district is the 
registration for programs. 


"IT TAKES TOO long, it's disorgan- 


ized, people find they're standing in the 
wrong lines . . . it can't be that hard 
to register people," Griffin said. Cor- 
rective measures for the registration 
mess include better training of the 
people who take the registration and al- 
lowing registration by mail, he said. 


Griffin said he likes the recent propos- 


al to allow residents to purchase an an- 
nual swimming pool pass that would 
merely have to be revalidated each year. 
"Taking a photograph each year is ridic- 
ulous," he said and added the revalida- 
tion would simplify the purchase of 
swimming pool passes. 


The 33-year-old lawyer said he was dis- 


appointed with the general way which 
the park district's youth center was 
being run. "Somehow, we have to let the 
kids run ;t. I have the feeling that what 
we intended didn't come off," he said. 


Although he thought the guidelines for 


the youth center which were approved by 
the park board were good, he feels too 
much of the operation and other items 
are left up to the park staff. When the 
"no smoking" signs were posted in the 
center, "that was the beginning of the 
restrictions — where's it going to stop?" 


THE CANDIDATE thinks there is a 


"definite" need for a youth center where 
youths will be encouraged "tn establish 
and conduct their own programs with a 
minimum of guidance and assistance 
from the park staff." 


The resident of the village for more 


than seven years thinks the suggestion to 
use volunteers in the parks is one way of 
avoiding cutting programs because of a 
tight budget. "I think there are adults in 
this town who would get involved if the 
park district staff knew how to use 
them," he said. 


The candidate said the park staff 


members "mostly do a good job." How- 
ever, he added, in any organization there 
are some of the people at the bottom who 


"either aren't trained right or don't care. 
Enthusiasm is the most important in- 
gredient in getting the kids enthused and 
to keep them interested." 


GRIFFIN SAID the village and the 


park district should cooperate in all 
areas, especially in increasing patroling 
of parks. "We're all part of the same 
village and we've got to get along," he 
said. 


Increased patroling of parks is needed. 


Griffin said, to cut down vandalism. 
Since park district funds are short, this 
increased security "has to come and it 
has to come from the village police de- 
partment." he said. 


The candidate said he also likes the 


park board's idea of conducting a survey 
of residents' opinions about the park dis- 
trict. "You start offering all these differ- 
ent types of programs but are you really 
reaching the people?" Griffin asked. 


The survey would let the park board 


know which programs interest residents 
and would also give people a chance to 
make suggestions for additional pro- 
grams, he said. 


GRIFFIN. 308 N' Windsor Dr., has sug- 


gested the park district can expand facil- 
ities in the future at low cost by coopera- 
ting with the school districts. "Many 
school facilities are and can be used for 
recreational needs." according to his 
campaign literature This concept was 
used to build Olympic Park's indoor 
swimming facilities which are shared by 
school Dist 214 and the park district. 


The candidate and his wife. Janice, 


have two daughters, ages 7 and 3. "I live 
in town and don't travel all over crea- 
tion. I'll be there when there's a park 
board meeting." Griffin said. 


Although he is running for the six-year 


term on the board, the candidate thinks 
it would be a good idea for all park 
board members 
to serve four-year 


terms. And he joked, "After all, if I'm 
not a capable park commissioner, you're 
stuck with me for six years." Griffin also 
said it would be a good idea to expand 
the board to seven members to include 
more representation from all areas of 
the village 


THE CANDIDATE said he decided to 


run for the park board because he's been 
"somewhat involved" in politics and 
wanted most to run for a non-political 
position He has been an officer of the 
Wheeling Township Democratic organi- 
zation. "You just don't come into town 
and not do anything in return." he said. 


Griffin said he has "tagged along" to 


some of the coffees sponsored by one of 
the slates for the village board. Griffin is 
one of the park board candidates who 
has been regularly attending candidates' 
nights and when allowed, has been mak- 
ing speeches. 


Asked if he had any further political 


ambitions beyond the park board elec- 
tion. Griffin laughed and said, "The park 
board is not the place to go if you've got 
political amibtion — it's a dead-end 
street " 


Board Votes For Participation In NEC, With Reservations 


Participation in the Northwest Educa- 


tional Cooperative (NP;C) for another 
year was approved with reservations by 
the Elk Grove Township Elementary 
School Dist. 59 board of education Mon- 
day 


The approval followed a lengthy dis- 


cussion between board members on the 
advantages and disadvantages of joining 
the cooperative. 


Beating the deadline for approval by 


only two days, Dist. 5f became the last 


of the 10 area school districts to join the 
cooperative. 


Membership cost includes $1,000 for 


each district plus 41 cents per student. 
Dist. 59 has about 11,600 students. 


The NEC organization was formed to 


deal with mutual problems facing the 
member districts and to examine ave- 
nues of coordinating services for mutual 
savings. 


DISTRICT SCHOOL board members 


had been debating for several months, 


however, on whether the cooperative was 
actually fulfilling its purpose. 


In efforts to help change some of its 


present procedures the board members 
approved continuation but did not vote on 
the revised NEC constitution and bylaws. 
Recommendation in changes of the by- 
laws are expected to be made later by 
the board. 


Some of the programs initiated by 


NEC include a data processing center, 
the development training center and the

Long-haired, short-haired, blue-jcaned 


and dresscd-up teens listened as Crane 
explained. "There is no real generation 
gap when it comes to working together to 
find the solution to problems. 


"The contribution of any generation 


must stand on the shoulders of giants 
who have gone before us," he said. 


"These are not new probelms. Every- 


one has had to live with them. But 
each generation does an 
insufficient 


job, and each will do an insufficient job 
because we're something less than an- 
gels. 


"We need the stimulus of the younger 


generation to take a fresh look at the 
problems," he said. "But apathy is the 
biggest problem." 


The congressman told students to "go 


to work Tor the party of their choice. 


Ring doorbells in your precinct." 


When Norman Patberg, assistant prin- 


cipal, introduced the speaker he re- 
minded the audience that Crane would be 
seeking re-election in 1972, "probably 
when most of you will be able to vote." 


Crane's speech also touched on religion 


as he tried to correlate the origin of laws 
with the Ten Commandments. 


But .the speaker received the most ap- 


plause when it was announced he has 
seven children at home in Winnetka. 
"Being here with so many students — 
it's like being home at dinnertime," he 
joked. 


As the gym emptied, several students 


rushed up to shake the Congressman's 
hand. One girl remarked to her friend 
"He was good but it's too bad everyone 
else didn't appreciate it. They were 


rude." Most of the audience started to 
squirm by the half-way mark of the 50- 
minute speech. 


There were others who didn't seem too

The data processing service was con- 


sidered the most beneficial of any of 
those provided by NEC according to 
James Erviti, superintendent, and many 
of the board members. Some felt that 
continuation in NEC depended on the 
cost of such a service from a private 
firm.

Harry Peterson said, "When we dis- 


cussed it a couple of years ago we al- 
luded to its potential value. Relating this 
to the hospital field which is one I know, 
hospitals are looking into cooperative 
purchasing and data processing. These 
are private institutions and they see a 
real possibility in cooperatives." 


HE ADDED, "I don't think we've real- 


ly given ours a chance to get off the 
ground." 


Sparks pointed out that when the coop- 


erative was originally approved he had 
reservations about starting without goals 
and that he did not want to continue that 
way. 


Paul Neuhauser said he agreed the co- 


operative was not doing what the district 
wanted it to but that it was "as much 
our fault as theirs." 


He said, "Now that we have gotten 


people to look at it I think we can look 
for favorable changes." 


The resolution to continue in the coop- 


erative was approved by all the board 
members except Harold Harvey. Board 
Pres. Richard Hess was absent. 


In another area the board approved the 


school calendar for 1971-72 which has 
school beginning Sept. 7, the day after 
Labor Day and ending June 16. 


The calendar is identical to that ap- 


proved by High School Dist. 214. 


The board also directed the adminis- 


tration to seek bids on construction of a 
building to house the service center. The 
center is in a leased building at 2525 S. 
Clearbrook Dr., Arlington Heights.

IF THE STATE high court upholds the 


decision by Dahl, the financial

would not be felt until next year, because 
his ruling did not apply to 1970 assess- 
ments, which would be collected this 
year.

For Mrs. Dickenschoidt, an able home- 


maker and talented seamstress, furnish- 
ing doll houses is "fun." However, her 
practical ability is much in evidence 
throughout the

home. The busy housewife has sewn 


draperies for every room, made slipco- 
vers where needed and fashioned a cano- 
py and quilted bedspread for her daugh- 
ter's room. 


SHE FASHIONS MANY of her own 


clothes and sews for all in her family. 
Because her husband teased her for ex- 
cluding him, she once tailored a light- 
weight summer suit for him, she re- 
called. 


"And I even made my own wedding 


gown with long train and dresses for five 
bridesmaids." 


T h i s ambitious lady-with-the-needle 


also sews for her sister, mother, friends 
and neighbors besides enjoying knitting 
and crocheting. Gardening and reading 
are other interests. But now she's con- 
centrating on her current hobby, doll 
houses. 


Daughter Beth's Victorian style doll 


house occupies a place of honor in the 
family dining room. Here it is enjoyed 
and admired by family and visitors, chil- 
dren and grownups alike. 


Using both hand and power saws. Dad- 


dy Clark cut out from plywood the 45 by 
36 by 16 inches original model, which 
boasts four rooms. Each room is 21 by 15 
by 16 inches in size. Two front doors, 
which open out and fold back, expose to 
view a living room and kitchen at lower 
level and bedroom and nursery, upstairs. 
When closed, the antique white compact 
unit appears to be an attractive piece of 
furniture. 


WITH SOME HELP from the man of 


the house, Shirley painstakingly hand- 
crafted the doll house interior decor. Ma- 
terials used in this labor of love include 
wire coat hangers, foam rubber, Styro- 
foam, laminated cardboard, bits of vel- 
vet and other plush materials, crocheted 
lace and plastic doilies.

Shirley bought a round, plastic 
mustard container and nainted it with

The artisan padded and 
shaped Styrofoam and covered the min- 
iature chair in hot pink velvet. She fash- 
ioned a handsome secretary desk by 
shaping a biscuit mix box, cutting out 
cardboard shelves and covering with 
construction paper. The hobbyists some- 
times follow patterns; other times, they 
improvise. 


HOW DO YOU ACQUIRE a bearskin 


rug tiny enough to enhance a doll house? 
Shirley made one from her old Borgana 
coat. She shaped and stuffed the beast's 
head then completed it with black ears, 
eyes and nose ... and red felt tongue. 


Clark manufactured a hanging Tiffany 


lamp "from scratch." Copper 
wire 


formed into shape, then dipped into free 
form plastic film was his formula. How- 
ever, he advises, this took a little time. 
Each of the 25 segments was dipped sep- 
arately, then all 25 glued together. 


The Dickenscheidts have sawed, glued, 


pasted, sewed, crocheted, nailed and im- 
provised to produce an illusion of yester- 
year for their daughter, friends and rela- 
tives — and for all those young-in-heart. 
And, by their own admission, no one en- 
joys it more than they do.
